Gays shut 
oui of 
9/11 funds

A day before they joined other 
Americans to mark the six- 
month anniversary of the Sep¬ 
tember 11 terrorist attacks, the 
survivors of gay and lesbian victims 
learned they may not be covered under 
a special compensation fund Congress 
established for victims’ families. 

On the Sunday, March 10 edition of 
Meet The Press, the special master of 
the September 11 Victim Compensa¬ 
tion Fund explained that people who 
were engaged to be married, fiancees, 
or gay domestic partners may not be 
eligible to apply for the federal fund. 

When host Tim Russert said new 
guidelines for the fund exclude same- 
sex domestic partners, special master 
Kenneth Feinber^ replied,; *‘No, nQ - 
they’re lefi^out of my program te-^e 
extent that their own state doesn’t in¬ 
clude them. I cannot get into a posi¬ 
tion in this program, which has a one- 
and-a-half or two-year life [andj start 
second-guessing what the state of 
New York or the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts or the state of Virginia 
or New Jersey, how they treat same- 
sex partners, domestic live-ins, etc.” 

Feinberg added, “What does your 
state law say about who is eligible? If 
your state law makes you eligible, I 
will honor state law. If it doesn’t, I go 
with the state. Otherwise ... I would 
find myself getting sued in every state 
by people claiming that I’m not fol¬ 
lowing how the state distributes 
money. I can’t get into that local bat¬ 
tle. I’ve got to rely on state law.” 

The short answer is that only those 
individuals residing in New York state 
are eligible. For the purpose of state 
benefits. New York is the only state to 
extend help to the same-sex partners 
of victims of September 11. 

“Out of a desire to rely on state 
law, the federal master has avoided 
making specific statements about 
state law because there is so much va¬ 
riety in state law. So we are likely to 
see significant divergence in the treat¬ 
ment of claims depending on where 
people live,” Jennifer Pizer of Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education Fund 
told the Chicago Tribune. 

Of the two dozen gays and lesbians 
who lost partners in the attacks, those 
living in states other than New York 
may find their only recourse is to sue 
for compensation. And that could 
mean years before they see any 
money, which hinges on if their law¬ 
suits are successful. 

That is something Keith Brad- 
kowski, whose longtime partner, Jef¬ 
frey Collman, was a flight attendant 
on Afnerican Airlines Flight 11, had 
not counted on doing. When the 
compensation fund was announced, 
he said he hoped to apply. 
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Peter Jackson, sponsored by 
Stompers Boots, was named 
Mr. San Francisco Leather 2002 at 
the competition at Club Townsend 
last Friday, March 8. Jackson 
advances to compete at 
International Mr. Leather ^ 
2002 in Chicago over 
Memorial Day weekend.

M ale and female models sporting bodies to 
die for adorn the covers of Muscle Media, 
a magazine geared at men and women

Inside, photos of guys’ 
perfect physiques, sans 
the women, illustrate the 
magazine. 

No one seemed to 
mind the homoerotic 
aspects of it all. 

At least not until the 
magazine tweaked its 
layout a bit. 

Last year the maga¬ 
zine, based in Golden, 

Colorado, published 
several editions where 
the women disap¬ 
peared off the cover, 
prompting homo- 
phobic remarks from 
readers who ques¬ 
tioned the thinking 
of the magazine’s 
editor. 

“Is this PlaygirP. Where’s the women?” 
reader Kevin S. asked the magazine via e-mail. 

Apparently, some straight readers couldn’t 
handle looking at the scantily clad men with 
their rippling biceps and six-pack abs without 


a woman accompanying them on the cover. 

“The lone guy on the cover does not look 
right on a straight guy’s coffee table,” com¬ 
plained reader Mark Lenoce. 

When the editors left the girl off the cover

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Leno wins 
Assembly 
primary

S an Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno’s 
initial narrow lead in the Democratic 
primary for the 13th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict seat has grown significantly with 
the counting of absentee ballots since 
the March 5 election, prompting Leno’s 
closest rival, former Supervisor Harry Britt, 
to concede the contest last Friday, March 8.

LGBT smoking cessation classes start soon

B lame the bar culture, the 
stress of coming out, or the 
way that cigarettes are mar¬ 
keted to the LGBT community. 
Whatever the cause, rates of smok¬ 
ing among lesbian, gay, and bisex¬ 
ual adolescents and adults appear 
to be higher than rates for the gen¬ 
eral population, according to stud¬ 
ies cited by the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health. 

Despite the fact that smoking 
rates negatively impact or compli¬ 
cate LGBT health issues - from 
hormone therapy for transgender 
people to immunity issues for 
people with HIV/AIDS - tobacco 


companies continue to target 
these communities, and there is 
little research on smoking cessa¬ 
tion among LGBT persons. One 
study, however, found that at se¬ 
lect queer youth events, 20 percent 
of the queer youth in attendance 
were smokers. 

A special smoking cessation 
class specifically for LGBTQ 
youth, 23 and under, will be of¬ 
fered beginning next Thursday, 
March 21. Funded by the Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association of San Fran¬ 
cisco and San Mateo counties and 
the Tobacco Free Project of the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, the smoking cessa¬ 
tion classes will run from 6:30- 
7:30 p.m. at the Charles M. 


Holmes Campus of the LGBT 
Community Center at 1800 Mar¬ 
ket Street for a total of nine weeks. 
Participants who complete the 
class will receive $200. 

If you or someone you know is 
young and hooked on tobacco, 
now is the time to stop, as research 
indicates that old habits are the 
hardest to break. To register for 
the class, contact Joe or Catherine 
at (415) 703-6150, ext.

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Mitulski heads LGBT 
senior housing project

t ome might say it’s a match 
made in heaven. Jim Mitul- 
ski, former pastor of Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San 
Francisco, has become the first ex¬ 
ecutive director for Rainbow 
Adult Community Housing, 
which since 1998 had been an all¬ 
volunteer network of community 
advocates moving forward the 
dream of a nonprofit LGBT retire¬ 
ment facility in San Francisco. 

For RACH, the hiring of Mitul¬ 
ski means LGBT seniors now have 
the benefit of a seasoned organiz¬ 
er whose work has helped people 
of all generations. For Mitulski, his 
new position brings together his 
own passions: working on housing 
issues, and helping to address the 
needs of the community. 

“It puts my experiences to 
good use,” said Mitulski, whose 
relevant background includes his 
efforts with the Castro’s queer 
youth shelter, working with and 
ministering to elders, and provid¬ 
ing guidance to the first genera¬ 
tion of people with AIDS, many of 
whom are now entering their re¬ 
tirement years. After 15 years at 
MCC, he spent the past year 
working as the program and out¬ 
reach coordinator for the San 
Francisco Public Library’s James 
Hormel Center. He also serves as 
co-chair of the city’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council. 

Mitulski, 43, said that RACH 
will identify and address the 
unique needs of a multi-genera¬ 
tional population defined by a 
large age range of all LGBT people 
over the age of 60. On the job 
since February 1, his immediate 
focus is to fulfill RACH’s goal of 
finding a site, probably in Hayes

Valley, where the neighbors are 
welcoming, the location is central, 
and the seniors will be an active 
part of their surroundings, in¬ 
cluding the newly opened LGBT 
community center. 

RACH will be the city’s first 
LGBT retirement facility, and while 
there are a few similar projects 
throughout the country, this is like¬ 
ly the nation’s first nonprofit ven¬ 
ture, and the first to emphasize a di¬ 
versity of income among its resi¬ 
dents. Plans call for a facility of at 
least 150 residential units complete 
with dining, housekeeping, and 
transportation already in the 
works. Additional options, such as 
hospice care, skilled nursing, assist¬ 
ed living, and other health and so¬ 
cial services, will be determined by 
need and available funding. 

RACH was founded as an off¬ 
shoot of GALAXY (Gay and Les¬ 
bian Accommodation for the Ex¬ 
perienced in Years), a group active 
in the 1980s that eventually faded 
out, said Mitulski, in part because 
of the AIDS epidemic. 


“We didn’t know how to envi¬ 
sion or plan for the future then,” 
he said, noting that as AIDS has 
changed, and the baby boomers 
gray, the need for such a project 
has become more apparent. “This 
is the time for our community to 
be truly intergenerational. We’ve 
come a long way in addressing the 
needs of our youth. The same ef¬ 
fort must now be extended to in¬ 
clude our elders.” 

Now that the community cen¬ 
ter has opened, said Mitulski, 
many advocates will have the time 
to put their energies toward a se¬ 
nior living center. Additionally, he 
pointed out, recent surveys have 
shown two important facts about 
elders and subsidized housing: 20 
percent of San Francisco’s senior 
citizens are identified as LGBT, 
and a majority (60 percent) of all 
retiring residents qualify for sub¬ 
sidized services. When LGBT peo¬ 
ple cannot afford to stay in San 
Francisco after retirement, often 
they must face one of few unsatis¬ 
fying options. Returning to a ho¬ 
mophobic or isolated family situ¬ 
ation is one. Living in a heterosex¬ 
ual-centric facility is another. 

“The timing feels right,” said 
Mitulski, who underscored that 
those closest to the project agree 
that taking care of the communi¬ 
ty’s elders is in everyone’s best in¬ 
terest. 

“It’s really clear to me that this 
is not some paternalistic effort,” 
said Mitulski. “We need the se¬ 
niors as much as they may need 
us. They are our history makers. 
They’ve seen things only they can 
describe. They know things we 
cannot possibly imagine.” T

Get free help on your taxes

S an Francisco Treasurer 
Susan Leal this week alerted 
low-income Bay Area tax¬ 
payers to the free tax services of¬ 
fered by Tax-Aid, a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization that helps taxpayers 
with household incomes under 
$32,000 prepare their federal and 
state tax returns free of charge. 
Now in its 15th year, Tax-Aid has 
generated $5 million in tax re¬ 
funds to more than 7,200 low-in¬ 
come Bay Area taxpayers. 

Tax-Aid sessions will be taking 
place this Saturday, March 16 at 
several locations throughout the 


Bay Area; sessions also will be of¬ 
fered in coming weeks. Leal noted. 

“With just over four weeks to 
go until the tax filing deadline, 
low-wage working families should 
know about this important ser¬ 
vice,” Leal said. 

The accounting firm Arthur 
Andersen, now embroiled in the 
Enron scandal, is one of the ac¬ 
counting services helping to pro¬ 
vide the free service. Leal did not 
defend the auditing company re¬ 
garding the Enron debacle, but 
she noted that local employees of 
the firm have been participating 
in Tax-Aid for years. 

“They’ve been doing it for 15 
years,” Leal told the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter. “There are also other ac¬ 
counting firms involved. If they 
[Andersen] want to do something 
beneficial, I think it’s something 
low-income families could take 
advantage of.” 

Tax-Aid, in alliance with An¬ 
dersen, has nearly 350 Bay Area 
volunteers, many of whom are ac¬ 
countants and tax professionals, 
donating their time during the tax 
season to assist those in need. 

Volunteers at sites in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Oakland, Marin, and on the 
Peninsula assist individuals and 
families in obtaining hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in refunds each

he March 5 primary election 
made history in San Francis¬ 
co, not just b.y the likelihood 
of sending the first gay man to the 
California state Assembly (Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno), but by electing 
the city’s first transgender person 
to office, along with a slew of pro¬ 
gressive queers to the Democratic 
County Central Committee. 

Activist Robert Haaland, a 
transgender man, was elected to 
San Francisco’s Democratic 
County Central Committee with 
more than 10,000 votes, according 
to unofficial returns released 
Monday, March 11 by the Depart¬ 
ment of Elections. Haaland, who 
works full time for the Housing 
Rights Committee, is also active in 
transgender advocacy and was, 
until recently, the campaign 
manger for Harry Britt’s Assembly 
race (Britt, also a gay man, lost to 
Leno in a close race, according to

unofficial returns). 

Other queers elected to the 
DCCC include AIDS activist Jeff 
Sheehy, Harvey Milk LGBT De- 
mbcratic Club President Debra 
Walker, legislative aide Bill Barnes, 
lesbian politico Holli Thier (who 
lost her bid for the 13th District 
Assembly seat), gay and labor ac¬ 


tivist Criss Romero, and former 
Supervisor Leslie Katz, all in the 
13th District. Also elected to the 
13th District seats were Wade 
Crowfoot, Richard Ow, Tracy Bax¬ 
ter, and former Supervisor Sue 
Bier man. Top vote getters were 
Bierman (more -than 17,000), 
Crowfoot (more than 15,000^ 
Katz (more than 15,000), and 
Walker (more than 14,000). 

Additionally, the 12 District 
welcomed at least one queer rep¬ 
resentative to the DCCC with the 
election of Connie O’Connor. 
And the Green Party’s County 
Council saw the election of queer 
youth activist Seth Watkins. 

At least one gay, G. Michael 
German, was also re-elected to the 
Republican County Central Com¬ 
mittee in the 13th District. Long¬ 
time gay Republican Chris Bow¬ 
man, however, was narrowly los¬ 
ing his re-election bid at press 
time by a mere three votes.

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Exhibit recaiis 'Butterfiies and Oranges'

I f Stonewall was our Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, wrote 
the curators of a new exhibit at 
the Gay and Lesbian Historical 
Society of Northern California, 
then 1977 was our Constitution. 

The 25th anniversary exhibit, 
titled “Butterflies and Oranges,” 
opens Friday, March 15 at two 
sites, and chronicles the events of 
that tumultuous year through 
photographs, posters, artifacts, 
and other items, including T- 
shirts, buttons, and a stack of 
index cards recording attacks on 
gays and lesbians in the Castro. 

In 1977, Anita Bryant, with her 
“Save Our Children” campaign to 
repeal Miami’s new anti-discrim¬ 
ination ordinance, gave the bur¬ 
geoning gay community a light¬ 
ning rod, as she inadvertently 
made herself an icon of bigotry 
and prejudice. 

In 1977 Armistead Maupin’s 
new serial novel. Tales of the City, 
was running in the San Francisco 
Chronicle and his protagonist, 
Michael “Mouse” Tolliver, wrote 
his now-legendary coming-out let¬ 
ter to his Florida parents. “I know 


this may be hard for you to be¬ 
lieve,” he wrote, “but San Francis¬ 
co is full of men and women, both 
straight and gay, who don’t consid¬ 
er sexuality in measuring the worth 
of another human being.” 

In San Francisco, Harvey Milk 
was elected as California’s first 
openly gay elected official and a 
“Butterfly Brigade” of gays pa¬ 
trolled the Castro carrying whis¬ 
tles to thwart street attacks. 

Bryant’s campaign to repeal 
Miami’s anti-discrimination ordi¬ 
nance succeeded and in San Fran¬ 
cisco the issue provoked 6,000 
people to march, for the first time, 
from Castro to City Hall. The June 
7,1977 event was dubbed “Orange 
Tuesday,” because of the Florida 
orange juice boycott prompted by 
Bryant’s campaign. 

On June 22, 1977, Robert 
Hillsborough, a gay city gardener, 
was murdered in the Mission by 
four youths screaming “Faggot, 
faggot, faggot.” A few days later, on 
June 26, San Francisco’s Freedom- 
Day Parade drew over 125,000 
participants, 10 times the previous 
year’s attendance. The Butterfly 
Brigade members carried giant 
multi-colored butterfly nets, 
which are on view as part of the 


exhibit, and the first rainbow flag, 
designed by Gilbert Baker. 

“People were just pissed off,” 
said Paul Gabriel exhibits director 
for the GLHS. 

And so, from these beginnings, 
sprang a national gay rights move¬ 
ment. As one parade participant 
scrawled on a poster for the event, 
“Dear Anita, Having a gay time. 
Wish you were here.” 

The GLHS will host an opening 
reception for the exhibit at its head¬ 
quarters at 973 Market Street, Fri¬ 
day, March 15 from 5-7 p.m. The 
exhibit will continue through May 
15 at both the historical society, 
Tuesday-Saturday 1-5 p.m., and at 
the Hormel Center on the third 
floor of the San Francisco Main Li¬ 
brary, Larkin and Grove streets, 
during regular library hours. 

On March 21 from 6-8 p.m., 
Cleve Jones, creator of the AIDS 
quilt and a former Butterfly 
Brigade member, will participate 
in a panel discussion along with 
other brigade members in the 
Latino-Hispanic Room of the 
Main Library.

Gay-owned store ceiebrates 33 years

ver in San Francisco’s 
Potrero Hill neighborhood 
' sits Dandelion, a some- 
thing-for-everyone store that this 
weekend, celebrates 33 years - or 
one-third of a century - in busi¬ 
ness. Owned by gay men Steve 
Fletcher, Del Rimbey, and Carl 
Croft, the store has seen a few lo¬ 
cations over the years, but the 
commitment to quality and a 
wide variety of items has re¬ 
mained unchanged. 

“We’re an eclectic, unique 
store,” manager Roberta Good¬ 
man told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Fletcher, Rimbey, and Croft ac¬ 
tually operate two businesses out 
of the store located at 55 Potrero 
Avenue. Dandelion is the retail 
business, while Tampopo (dande¬ 


lion in Japanese) is the wholesale 
division. 

Fletcher said that this Saturday, 
March 16, customers and well- 
wishers are welcome to stop by 
between noon and 6 p.m. for 
some champagne and finger 
foods. The goodies will also be 
served Tuesday through Saturday, 
March 19-23, from 3-6 p.m. 

“We had actually planned to 
celebrate our 33 and one-third 
milestone by putting together a 
series of in-store events,” Fletcher 
said in a letter to the B.A.R. “After 
calculating the costs of printing 
and mailing to our customer list 
to be in excess of $10,000, the 
three of us decided we would feel 
better simply giving that amount 
of money to local charities. There 
are so many struggling to survive 
at this point in time we simply felt 
that this was a better use of the 


funds.” 

Goodman said Dandelion of¬ 
fers an array of household fur¬ 
nishings, books, table and desk 
top items, bath items, and chil¬ 
dren’s items and that items are 
priced for just about any budget. 

Fletcher noted that Dandelion 
first opened its doors on Sacra¬ 
mento Street in 1968. Ten years 
later, prompted by the redevelop¬ 
ment of the block. Dandelion 
moved to California Street, where 
it remained for 15 years. After 
that, the men moved the store to 
its current location, where they 
were able to combine the retail 
and wholesale operations. 

“This is the time of the Spring 
Equinox and of course the Easter 
season, so we hope that many of 
our friends will be coming to 
Dandelion to help us celebrate to¬ 
gether,” Fletcher said. T 
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Knoller trial winds down

A s the dog-mauling trial 
winds down, an attorney 
for Sharon Smith, the part¬ 
ner of the victim, Diane Whipple, 
is blasting a continued defense 
strategy to attack Smith’s credibil¬ 
ity. 

On Monday, March 11, Bruce 
Hotchkiss, the attorney for defen¬ 
dant Robert Noel, called a San 
Francisco police sergeant to the 
stand. The sergeant testified that 
the law requires anyone with 
knowledge of a dog bite to report 
the bite to the heath department. 
By his question, Hotchkiss was 
apparently suggesting that Smith 
should have reported an earlier 
incident in which Whipple was al¬ 
legedly bitten on the hand by one 
of Noel’s two Presa Canario dogs. 

In response to the defense 
strategy. Smith’s lawyer, Michael 
Cardoza, angrily told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Did you know about 
that law? Who the hell knows 
about that law? Why would 
Sharon have heard about that law? 
That makes no sense, it will be ar¬ 
gued away to a jury in about two- 
and-a-half seconds, that’s what a 
valueless argument it is.” 

Cardoza was much more exer¬ 
cised about comments made on a 
Fox News program by Nedra Ruiz, 
the attorney for Noel’s wife, Mar¬ 
jorie Knoller. Ruiz accused Smith 
of lying on the stand when she tes¬ 
tified that Whipple was terrified of 
the dogs after being bitten by one 
weeks before the fatal January 26, 
2001 attack. 


Cardoza filed a complaint with 
Judge James Warren. Cardoza said 
that Ruiz was prohibited from 
commenting on the veracity of 
witnesses because of the judge’s 
gag order. Warren said he would 
take up the matter during a hear¬ 
ing in May. At that same hearing, 
the judge will also consider possi¬ 
ble contempt charges against San 
Francisco District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan for accusing 
Knoller of lying. Hallinan made 
his remarks to reporters after one 
of the pretrial hearings. 

Cardoza also dismissed Ruiz’s 
questioning of Smith’s credibility 
with regard to her statements 
about an earlier run-in Whipple 
had with the dogs that resulted in 
a minor bite to her hand. Smith 
first said Whipple had red marks 
on her hand from the bite, but 
later called the marks “puncture 
marks.” 

“It’s absolutely ridiculous,” 
Cardoza told the B.A.R. “She de¬ 
scribed it as best she could for a 
lay person. It’s no different than 
you and I talking. If we were in¬ 
jured we would describe our in¬ 
juries differently every time we 
described it. So I’m not worried 
about and I think that’s common 
sense and Nedra is grasping at 
straws, she’s suicide lawyering, as 
someone said.” 

The trial began three weeks 
ago and is proceeding faster than 
anyone anticipated. It is expected 
to go to the jury early next week. 
Although Noel had been expected 
to testify, his attorney rested his 
case Monday without calling him 
to the stand. 


Noel and Knoller are being 
charged with involuntary 
manslaughter. Knoller, who was 
with the dogs during the hallway 
attack on Whipple, her neighbor, 
is also being charged with second- 
degree murder. The attorney cou¬ 
ple is also being charged with 
keeping a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being. 

Knoller’s much-anticipated 
testimony got pnder way after 
Hotchkiss rested his case on Mon¬ 
day. Knoller began by tearfully 
apologizing for the attack. 

“I’m feeling awful just thinking 
about the horrible way Ms. Whip¬ 
ple died in that hallway,” she said 
in response to Ruiz asking her 
how she was. 

In describing the mauling, 
Knoller said she struggled with 
Bane, the male dog that instigated 
the attack, for 10 to 20 minutes to 
save Whipple’s life. 

“I couldn’t stop him from 
doing what he was doing,” she 
said. 

When lead prosecutor Jim 
Hammer was asked by reporters 
outside court about Knoller’s tears 
on the stand, he answered: “She 
appeared to cry a little bit, for 
what I saw was less than a minute. 

... The jury will have to decide if 
she is crying for herself or Diane 
Whipple.” 

Hammer also questioned why 
Knoller never asked about Whip¬ 
ple’s condition in the hour after 
the attack. 

Smith had an angry and brief 
response outside court: “After 
watching Marjorie’s performance

class citizens. 

Some of those who died, such as Mark 
Bingham, are considered by many to be a 
hero. He was on United Flight 93 which 
crashed outside of Shanksville, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, and was likely one of several passengers 
who attempted to thwart the hijack¬ 
ers, causing the plane to miss its in 
tended target. At Bingham’s 
memorial last fall. Republican 
.Senator John McCain called 
Bingham a hero. “It has been my — 
fate to witness great courage and 
sacrifice for America’s sake, but none 
greater than the selfless sacrifice of Mark 
Bingham and those good men 
who grasped the gravity of the 
moment, understood the 
threat, and decided to fight 
back at the cost of their lives,” McCain, a 
former prisoner of war, said at the service. 

Fight back at the cost of their lives. That’s 
what one American - a gay American - did. 
And how does this country recognize that hero¬ 
ism? By decreeing that he is less of an Ameri¬ 
can than everyone else who died that day. 

Or what about David Charlebois? He 
was the co-pilot on American Airlines Flight 
77, which crashed into the Pentagon. He 
leaves behind a partner of 14 years, Tom 
Hay. Jeffrey Collman was a flight attendant 
on American Airlines Flight 11, the first 


W e are angry. The day before the 
country - including gay and lesbian 
citizens - marked the six-month 
anniversary of the September 11 terrorist at¬ 
tacks, Kenneth Feinberg, the special master 
heading up the distribution of millions of 
dollars in federal aid for survivors of the vic¬ 
tims, went on national television and stated 
that while fetuses, babies, and illegal immi¬ 
grants would receive financial compensation, 
gay and lesbian surviving partners would 
not. This is discrimination at its lowest. Gays 
and lesbians died in the attacks, along with 
thousands of other Americans. According to 
Feinberg, he must abide by state laws, and, 
since no state recognizes same-sex marriage, 
gay and lesbian couples cannot be treated as 
legal spouses. All recognized spouses, of 
course, will be getting federal relief. 

In New York, thankfully, the picture does¬ 
n’t look as bleak. Months ago. Governor 
George Pataki issued an executive order 
granting surviving partners of gay victims 
equal benefits as spouses under the state’s 
Crime Victims Board; but for those surviv¬ 
ing partners who reside in another state, it 
appears as though they will have to go 
through the lengthy, costly, and uncertain 
process of suing the airlines, waiving their 
rights to federal compensation in what like¬ 
ly will be a fruitless attempt to recover funds. 

That is not fair. The Bush administration 
issued a directive so that illegal immigrants 
would be covered by the compensation, and 
somehow Feinberg and administration of¬ 
ficials determined that fetuses are entitled to 
compensation. But gays and lesbians? The 
message Feinberg delivered last Sunday on 
NBC’s Meet the Press was clear; forget it. 

This is not to say we’re against everyone 
receiving the federal compensation. Thou¬ 
sands of people died six months ago and the 
survivors should be awarded the monies. A 
person’s legal status should have no bearing 
on qualifying for financial aid. Many of the 
workers who died in the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter were minimum-wage immigrant em¬ 
ployees and their families were left with 
nothing when they died. 

But neither should a person’s sexual orien¬ 
tation have any bearing on whether he or she 
receives compensation. Feinberg’s message last 
Sunday clearly indicated that sexual orienta¬ 
tion does make a difference. If the adminis¬ 
tration wanted, it could have easily issued a di¬ 
rective covering same-sex surviving partners 
as it did for illegal immigrants. It did not. 

That is wrong. We draw the line at ad¬ 
ministration policies that clearly discrimi¬ 
nate against gays and lesbians and singles 
out surviving same-sex partners as second-

plane to hit the World Trade Center. He 
leaves behind a longtime partner, Keith 
Bradkowski, who now must decide whether 
to file a lawsuit since he’s not covered under 
the federal compensation guidelines. 

And there are others. Sheila Hein died at 
the Pentagon and leaves behind a partner, 
Peggy Neff. Joe Ferguson worked for 
the National Geographic Society and 
died on Flight 77. He was traveling 
with students and teachers to the 
Channel Islands National Marine 
Sanctuary off the Santa Barbara coast. 
Over the last six months. President 
Bush and other administration offi¬ 
cials have repeatedly talked 
about the strength of a//Amer¬ 
icans and how it is critical that 
fl//Americans come together in 
this time of national crisis. And indeed, all 
Americans - including gays and lesbians - 
have felt the pain of losing loved ones and 
anger at the terrorists whose actions claimed 
so many innocent lives on that clear Sep¬ 
tember morning six months ago. Many in 
the LGBT community have supported the 
president, mirroring the national trend. 

But it is clear to us that President Bush 
and his administration really mean all 
Americans except gays and lesbians. And 
that is a gross injustice. 

We died too, dammit. T

w; 


f hat are you waiting for? That was 
one of the questions I often asked 
myself in the wake of the September 
11 attacks. My partner and I had been talking 
about doing wills for the last couple of years, 
but we had never quite gotten around to it. It 
was pretty ironic, given that even before Sep¬ 
tember 11 my work repeatedly introduced me 
to people whose lives were turned upside 
down in tragic ways because they didn’t have 
a will. People like Amalia Hervella and Mar¬ 
garet O’Neil, who were partners for nearly 
two decades but never did their wills. When 
Margaret died suddenly in July 2000, her 
cousins evicted Amalia from the home the 
couple had shared. Only after Lambda Legal 
stepped in to pressure Margaret’s estate did 
Amalia get some help, but even then it was 
nothing like the support she would have re¬ 
ceived had she and Margaret had wills. Or 
people like Frank Vasquez, who shared a 
home and business with his partner for 27 
years. When his partner died in 1995 without 
a will, everything was in jeopardy. Frank is still 
in the midst of emotionally wrenching litiga¬ 
tion with his partner’s blood relatives to save 
what the couple built together. 

Still, it was learning that at least 20 of the 
lesbians and gay men killed on September 11 
didn’t have wills, and watching the addi¬ 
tional nightmares that created for their part¬ 


ners and friends, that finally motivated me 
to get my act together. If you haven’t done a 
will yet, what will it take? Because if you die 
without a will, the law will disregard your 
chosen family and your wishes. All the work 
you’ve done to live your life according to 
what’s right for you will be out the window. 

I know it’s not easy, having been there 
myself. We use all kinds of reasons to 
delay. We’ve heard many of them at 
Lambda Legal, and some of them 
came out of my own mouth. But 
none of them are good reasons to 
rob ourselves of the protections 
that come with a will. 

“I’m waiting because I’m 
too young to think about 
it.” But if September 11 
taught us anything, it’s 
don’t put off for tomorrow 
\^4lat you can (and should) do today. You never 
know when tragedy is going to strike. 

“I don’t need a will because my boyfriend 
and I are domestic partners so we’re pro¬ 
tected.” Wrong. Domestic partnerships and 
commitment ceremonies can’t give you the 
legal protections you get from a will. 

“I don’t need a will because I don’t hive 
a lot of property or money.” But if you have 
anything you care about, whether it’s worth 
a lot of money or simply close to your heart, 
you - not the government or your relatives 
- should make the decision about what hap¬ 
pens to it when you die. 



“I don’t need a will because I’m not in a 
relationship.” Wills aren’t just for people 
with partners. Who do you want to be in 
charge of your personal affairs, your funer¬ 
al plans, and whatever you leave behind? 
You need a will to spell it out. 

“I don’t have a will because I can’t afford 
a lawyer.” This is a real concern for many 
people. A lawyer might charge a few hun¬ 
dred dollars or more for a will, but it could 
be one of the most worthwhile investments 
you ever make. Set aside or save 
the money to give yourself this 
protection. And though it’s not 
as safe as getting a lawyer, 
sometimes it’s possible to do 
simple wills on your own. 

“My partner and I 
don’t have wills because 
we can’t agree what to do 
about money.” But you don’t need to decide 
everything once and for all to write § will. 
Identify what you are sure about and do a 
will that covers those issues; deal with the 
other things on an individual basis in your 
will. 

As Lambda Legal fights to win legal pro¬ 
tections for you, do your part by protecting 
yourself with a will.

Just to keep the record gay: the Stonewall riots 
were in June 1969, Gay Liberation Front began orga¬ 
nizing demonstrations by July 1969, long before the 
Snake Pit raid in the spring of 1970. Dale Carpenter is 
mistaken about the order of events [“The myth of a 
transgender Stonewall,” OutRight, March 7]. 

Soon after arriving in New York in December 
1969,1 started attending the weekly Gay Liberation 
Front dances at Alternate-U. I also frequented the 
Snake Pit on Saturday nights. 

I was too tired to go the Snake Pit the night it was 
raided because I spent most of the day in bed with a 
man I brought home from the GLF dance the night 
before. The horror of the Snake Pit raid politicized me 
and I got actively involved in the Gay Liberation 
Front. 

I agree that Stonewall was not the beginning of gay 
liberation. It did, however, provide a rallying cry and 
a story powerful enough to build a transforming 
movement around it. The legend of Stonewall in¬ 
spired many women and men to question the as¬ 
sumptions of the predominate culture. 

Demonstrations, rallies, marches, consciousness- 
raising groups, annual Pride parades, street theater, 
dances, conferences, gay studies classes, books, plays, 
films, music, and the dedication of numerous indi¬ 
viduals all contributed to a new awareness and sense 
of community unimaginable thirty years ago. 


I just wanted to thank Paula Martinac for the col¬ 
umn “Race matters - and not just in February” [Les¬ 
bian Notions, February 14]. I had a stack of unread 
B.A.R. newspapers and needed to line some shelves 
and that’s how I came by the column. Being African 
American and gay or using the latest black term

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About the ‘P’ word

f there’s one word that makes 

lesbians and gay men nervous, 

it’s “pedophilia.” The charge of 
preying on young people has been 
leveled against us so often that we 
have ready responses when “gay” 
is mentioned in the same breath 
as “pedophile.” Lesbians are often 
quick to defend their gay brothers 
with statistics that show straight 
men are more likely to be pe¬ 
dophiles than gay men. But at the 
same time, our community rarely 
discusses that lesbians’ and gay 
men’s diverging views on what 
constitutes pedophilia are a barri¬ 
er to achieving community. 

Over the last few decades, the 
lesbian and gay movement has 
worked hard to try to dispel the pe¬ 
dophile stereotype that hounds us 
and often costs us our rights. We’ve 
barred the North American Man- 
Boy Love Association from our 
community centers and pride pa¬ 
rades, making it clear that we think 
advocating sex with children 
is reprehensible. And we’ve 
instituted a network of ad¬ 
mirable social-service pro¬ 
grams to help and protect 
queer-identified youth. 

But at the same time, 
some gay men still 
maintain that an 
adult who has same- 
sex relations 
with someone 
under the 
legal age of 
consent is on some level doing the 
kid a favor by helping to bring 
him or her “out.” It’s not pe¬ 
dophilia, this thinking goes - pe¬ 
dophilia only refers to little kids. 
Instead, adult-youth sex is viewed 
as an important aspect of gay cul¬ 
ture, with a history dating back to 
“Greek love” of ancient times. 

This romanticized vision of 
adult-youth sexual relations has 
been a staple of gay literature and 
has made appearances, too, in gay- 
themed films. But it’s a view that 
demonstrates little understanding 
of what pedophilia is - an abuse 
of adult power and an exploita¬ 
tion of the awakening sexual feel¬ 
ings of young people. 

Gay men aren’t alone in their 
ignorance about pedophilia. Soci¬ 
ety in general has a misguided way 
of seeing it as a kind of sexual 
preference or choice rather than as 
sexual abuse. After the recent rev¬ 
elations about the extent of child 
molestation by priests, a CNN poll 
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found that 55 per¬ 
cent of those 
questioned be¬ 
lieved that priests 
wouldn’t seek out 
children for sex if 
not for the vow of 
celibacy. But if 
that’s true, how do 
we explain all 
those married 
men who prey on 
kids, including of¬ 
tentimes their 
own? 

Society’s mis¬ 
understanding 
about sexual 
abuse manifests 
itself in the gay 
community, too. 

Once I was 
searching through 
the video collec¬ 
tion of my local 
lesbian and gay 
lending library. 

There, right alongside Desert 
Hearts, Parting Glances, and other 
classic lesbian- and gay- 
themed movies, was The 
Boys of St. Vincent - a 
deeply disturbing film 
about the sexual abuse of 
young boys by Catholic 
brothers at a Canadian or¬ 
phanage in the 1970s. 

While the Canadian 
film itself never makes the 
mistake of 
equating pe¬ 
dophilia and 
abuse with ei¬ 
ther sexual orientation or prefer¬ 
ence, the volunteers at the gay li¬ 
brary certainly did. And it’s not 
uncommon to hear gay men refer 
to films about the sexual abuse of 
boys as “gay-themed.” They seem 
to believe that any film with same- 
sex relations in it - even if ex¬ 
ploitative or coerced - is automat¬ 
ically about gay identity. 

For gay men of the baby- 
boomer generation, the condon¬ 
ing of adult-youth sex may have to 
do with nostalgic narcissism - 
their own memories of feeling the 
first pangs of queer desire at a 
time when there were no outlets 
for them. I’ve heard 40-something 
gay men sigh when they reminisce 
about sexually desiring men as 
pubescent boys. The problem oc¬ 
curs when they use those memo¬ 
ries to condone adult-youth sex 
today - “gay kids want sex” be¬ 
comes the justification for it. 

Of course, kids have sexual 
fantasies, some of which involve 



sex with adults. So, too, do many 
adults, gay and straight, have fan¬ 
tasies about kids. But adults have a 
choice in how to respond to those 
fantasies. Last summer, I attended 
a reading in which a gay poet read 
a long piece about being aroused 
by a flirtatious young boy in his 
charge. In response, the man went 
into the boy’s bedroom and took 
his penis into his mouth as the 
boy slept. Because the boy got an 
erection, the poet took that natur¬ 
al physiological response as a 
stamp of approval for his actions, 
which constituted sexual abuse. 
Disturbingly, most of the gay au¬ 
dience gave the poet an apprecia¬ 
tive round of applause. 

When some gay men venerate 
adult-youth sex as affirming while 
simultaneously declaring “We’re 
not pedophiles,” they send an in¬ 
consistent message to society - 
and to their lesbian sisters. 
Women are rarely perpetrators of 
pedophilia, but lesbians get 
lumped together with gay men by 
our critics anyway - and we lose 
jobs as teachers and sometimes 
our own kids because of it. The 
lesbian and gay community will 
never be successful in fighting the 
pedophile stereotype until we all 
stop condoning sex with young 
people. T

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Migden wins - and loses

ver since Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden let it be 
known last year that she 
was dropping support for her 
longtime friend and political sup¬ 
porter, Supervisor Mark Leno, in 
favor of former Supervisor Harry 
Britt as her choice to succeed her 
in the 13th Assembly District, 
many observers, aware that Leno 
had been one of Migden’s top sup¬ 
porters and fundraisers, have con¬ 
tinued to ask, “Why”? 

Why, indeed, would Migden, 
who has long claimed that pohtical 
loyalty was of utmost importance 
to her, suddenly turn on Leno, rec¬ 
ognized as an up and coming 
younger gay political leader, in 
flavor of Britt, who had retired 
from elective politics and has been, 
for the most part, inactive (some 
would even say removed) from 
politics since leaving the Board of 
Supervisors a decade ago. 

As far as I have been able to as¬ 
certain, it appears that Migden - 
with her eye always on higher of¬ 
fice - took a close look at the re¬ 
sults of the 2000 supervisorial 
runoff elections in which 
the winners were mostly 
anti-Willie Brown, pro¬ 
gressive candidates sup¬ 
ported by Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, and 
decided a change in 
political strate¬ 
gy on her part 
would be a 
wise move. 

After all, Ammiano’s followers, 
particularly those highly vocal 
members of the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, had 
made no secret of their displea¬ 
sure with Migden for having sup¬ 
ported Brown over Ammiano 
during the last mayoral race. 
Migden, it seems, apparently knew 
that she had to at least attempt to 
reclaim her progressive credentials 
and at the same time publicly re¬ 
pent for the “sin” of having sup¬ 
ported Brown over Ammiano. 

While the decision to convince 
Britt, long forgotten by much of 
the younger gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, to enter the race for As¬ 
sembly against Leno was certainly a 
joint decision by both Ammiano 
and Migden, my best sources tell 
me that the entire thing went down 
something like this: Ammiano was 
dead set on another run for mayor 
in 2003, and Migden was reported¬ 
ly told none to subtly, that, “I [Am¬ 
miano] am running for mayor, and 
you’re not,” or something to that 
effect. Migden, then assuming that 
this was her chance to make nice 
with the Ammiano-led progressive 
left in the city, grudgingly agreed to 
support Ammiano for mayor in re¬ 
turn for the support of Tom and 
his supporters for a run at John 
Burton’s 3rd District state Senate 
seat that he would be forced to 
leave in 2004. 

As for Leno? Well, I’m told he 
was thought of as being a guy who 
was “too independent, going up 
the political ladder too quickly,” 
and besides, he had the unmiti¬ 
gated gall to announce for 
Migden’s Assembly seat without 
having formally asked her “per¬ 
mission” -1 mean, the nerve of the 
guy, right? Well, the answer was to 
talk Britt out of retirement to run 
for Migden’s seat, and hopefully, 
get Leno out of the picture and 
the rest would take care of itself. 

Of course, even Migden’s back¬ 
ers know that if she had wanted 
to, she could have stayed neutral 
once both Britt and Leno had be-

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come candidates, but wait, wasn’t 
she part of the plan to get Britt to 
run against Leno in the first place? 
And besides, her staying “official¬ 
ly” out of the Leno-Britt contest 
wouldn’t have been enough to ap¬ 
pease the political left that she was 
trying to make up with, so she 
turned her back on Leno, coming 
out instead for her self-described 
“political mentor,” Harry Britt. 

Britt was Migden’s political 
“mentor”? Hell, I can re¬ 
member when Migden 
told me she planned to 
run against Britt for 
, the seat he had just 
been appointed to by 
then-Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein in the very 
next election; indeed, I 

_ can remember 

telling Migden 

_ that I felt it 

was a mistake 
in that Britt desenved to run for a 
full term with the support of the 
community behind him. But that 
was then and this is now, I sup¬ 
pose. 

I’ve observed gay politics in 
San Francisco for a long time, and 
I believe that Ammiano will not 
only run for mayor next year, but 
that he will be a strong candidate, 
probably even ending up in the 
runoff. Leno is Sacramento- 
bound, and like Migden, will be a 
very effective Assembly member. 
Migden is the Democratic nomi¬ 
nee for the 1st District seat on the 
state Board of Equalization, a 
rather obscure political position 
and certainly not one from which 
even Migden can make many 
headlines. Indeed, the current 
holder of that seat, Johan Klehs, 
a former Assembly member him¬ 
self, has held the job for two terms 
and was easily defeated last week 
for the Democratic nomination 
for state controller by a man who 
had never run for elective political 
office before, Steve Westly. 

Will Migden be happy sitting on 
the Board of Equalization? Not 
likely. In fact, talk has started that 
she is already seriously thinking of 
entering the race for Burton’s state 
Senate seat that he must give up in 
two years because of term limits. 
Migden would make a good state 
senator, but the problem she now 
has is: how does she mend fences 
with those legions of Leno sup¬ 
porters she disappointed when she 
dumped him to back a losing can¬ 
didate, Harry Britt? If the com¬ 
ments overheard at Leno’s election 
night victory party were any indi¬ 
cation, Migden has a lot of political 
work to do. Interestingly enough, I 
heard few comments directed at 
Ammiano by the overflow crowd at 
the Leno party - after all, Ammiano 
could certainly endorse whomever 
he pleased, which he did (while at 
the same time helping Migden de¬ 
stroy part of her own base, certain¬ 
ly not a dumb move on the part of 
Ammiano), and most felt that Btitt 


was talked into a race he wasn’t re¬ 
ally interested in anyway, but damn, 
the knives were certainly out for 
Migden. “Carole has shown she 
can’t be trusted” and “Does she re¬ 
ally think the Milk people will ever 
fully accept her again?” were some 
of the kinder anti-Migden com¬ 
ments being tossed about at the 
Leno party. 

Election afterthoughts 

Political observers from both 
major parties are calhng it nothing 
less than pure brilliance the way 
that campaign consultant Garry 
South and others in the Gray 
Davis camp managed to practical¬ 
ly hand-pick their November Re¬ 
publican opponent. Not only does 
the Bush ^^ite House now look 
stupid in that they championed - 
publicly, at that - former I^s Ange¬ 
les Mayor Richard Riordan in the 
California COP primary (to the an¬ 
noyance of the state’s still-powerful 
COP right wing) the Bushies, par¬ 
ticularly White House adviser Karl 
Rove, blew it, and even they are 
said to be wondering if Bill Simon 
is actually ready for the political big 
leagues, particularly against a polit¬ 
ical war horse like Davis. 

Incidentally, how can political 
reporters even refer to Mark Leno 
as somehow having been the “es¬ 
tablishment” in the 13th Assembly 
District race? You’re the “estab¬ 
lishment” candidate when you 
have Mayor Brown, Carole 
Migden, Tom Ammiano, and or¬ 
ganized labor against you? (To say 
nothing of the mud thrown at 
him by my old friend Warren 
Hinckle from the pages of the 
Fang-owned S.F. Examiner and 
Independent.) Those running the 
Leno campaign - Barnes, Mosher, 
Whitehurst, et. al, did a hell of a 
job, and it shows that in politics 
nice guys sometimes do win de¬ 
spite having close to $1 million in 
soft money spent against you (to 
say nothing of the big bucks 
Migden threw in). Leno will face a 
Republican as well as a Libertarian 
candidate in the November gener¬ 
al election, but he is on his way to 
Sacramento and the guy will make 
us all proud. Incidentally, the local 
Republican Party didn’t even have 
the good sense to nominate a gay- 
friendly moderate. Josh Kriesel, 
against Leno, choosing instead a 
candidate who a respected gay Re¬ 
publican told me this week refers 
to the predominately-gay Log 
Cabin Club as a bunch of “pan¬ 
sies and transvestites.” 

And the good news from Cali¬ 
fornia’s 27th Assembly District is, 
of course, that John Laird, the 
openly gay former mayor of Santa 
Cruz, won the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation and is favored to defeat his 
COP opponent in November, 
meaning that Leno will be joined 
in the Assembly gay/lesbian caucus 
by two lesbian members as well as 
one gay man (also, there is a les-

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What’s so gay about the YMCA?

March 13, 1919 (83 years ago 
this month): In Newport, Rhode 
Island, a U.S. Navy court begins 
hearing testimony concerning the 
homosexual activities of sailors, 
many of whom use the local 
YMCA as a rendezvous.

T/ W young men could have 
at the YMCA, their lyrics were a 
nod to the long history of inti¬ 
mate male bonding at this 
renowned American institution. 
Almost from its inception in the 
mid-19th century, the YMCA 


provided a meeting place for 
men who sought each other’s 
company, not just for friendship, 
but for romance and sex. 

Founded in 1844 in London, 
the Young Men’s Christian Asso¬ 
ciation (YMCA) was imported to 
North America seven years later. 
As industrialization brought 
young, single men to urban 
areas, Christian leaders wanted 
to steer male youth away from 
sexual licentiousness and toward 
“wholesome” activities like Bible 
study. The organization’s mission 
gradually included sex education 
and physical training, too, since 
keeping the body fit was sup¬ 
posed to ward off “immorality.” 
The popularity of the Y’s physi¬ 
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cal program resulted in the con¬ 
struction of the vast network of 
gymnasiums and pools with 
which the YMCA is now so 
strongly identified. 

When the YMCA was in its 
early decades, the word “homo¬ 
sexuality” had not even been 
coined. Still, a number of the 
YMCA’s “secretaries” - men who 
oversaw local programs and 
facilities - were lifelong 
bachelors. Like the many 
“spinster” social workers 
of the late 1800s. who en¬ 
tered into Boston mar¬ 
riages - intimate domestic 
arrangements with other 
women - the Y’s male 
secretaries often cou¬ 
pled off and lived to¬ 
gether in passionate 
friendships that may have been 
sexual. 

Well-known among these 
couples were Richard C. Morse 
and Robert R. McBurney, who 
co-habited for five years in one 
of the Y’s dormitories. (Interest¬ 
ingly, the YMCA in Manhattan’s 
Chelsea neighborhood, now a 
gay enclave, was named for 
McBurney, who never married.) 
Before sexologists began to study 
and pathologize same-sex desire 
in the early 1900s, these bachelor 
couples were widely revered in Y 
culture. 

But at the turn of the 20th 
century, there were indications 
among YMCA officials of a 
growing nervousness about ho¬ 
mosexuality within the ranks of 
counselors and members. Bach¬ 
elor secretaries were frowned on. 
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and married men began to occu¬ 
py those respected positions. 
One gay historian has discovered 
official Y pamphlets from that 
era that discussed “sexual perver¬ 
sion” and “unnameable im¬ 
moralities.” In a 1909 publica¬ 
tion, an association leader 
warned his colleagues about “la¬ 
dylike” and “lisping” men who 
preyed on young boys. 

In fact, there seems to 
have been significant ho¬ 
mosexual activity ' at 
YMCAs by the 1910s, 
which gay historians 
have learned about 
through the records of 
several well-docu¬ 
mented scandals. In 
1912, for example, 
in Portland, Oregon, 
more than 50 men were indicted 
in a gay cruising scandal at that 
city’s Y. 

What so shocked the local cit¬ 
izenry was that most of the ar¬ 
rested men were upstanding, 
middle-class members of society 
- doctors, lawyers, and business¬ 
men - not “lisping” fairies. Court 
testimony from the scandal 
points to a thriving gay culture in 
Portland at that time, in which 
men made sexual contacts with 
each other not only at the Y, but 
in parks and other public spaces. 

Similarly, a scandal in New¬ 
port, Rhode Island, a few years 
later further demonstrated how 
common it was for men and boys 
to use the Y for assignations. The 
port city’s Army and Navy 
YMCA opened in 1911 and was 
often filled to overflowing when 
the fleet was in. In 1919, New¬ 
port’s Naval Training Station - 
under orders from Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy Franklin D. 
Roosevelt - began a campaign to 
entrap men engaging in homo¬ 
sexual acts. The sting operation 
resulted in the arrest of three 
dozen sailors and civilians. The 
decoys the navy used reported 
that the Y, as well as beaches and 
wharves, were hotbeds of same- 
sex coupling. 

But even well-publicized scan¬ 
dals didn’t stop gay activity at 
YMCAs. Cruising was especially 
heightened from 1940 to 1960. In 
many cities, the YMCA provided 
one of the only places where 
young gay men - who, during 
wartime, may have been away 
from home for the first time - 
could safely meet each other and 
have sex. Word spread via the gay 
grapevine that certain Y branch¬ 
es were especially cruisy, like 
Sloane House in Manhattan. 

When it came to gay cruising. 


it’s likely that many Y officials 
discreetly looked the other way 
to avoid the negative publicity 
that the incidents in Portland 
and Newport had brought on the 
hallowed institution. Also, anec¬ 
dotes from older gay men suggest 
that many of the YMCA desk 
clerks may have been queer 
therhselves and therefore didn’t 
want to call attention to gay ac¬ 
tivity. In addition, as years went 
by, the Y was becoming more 
secular and less tied to the “C” in 
its name. ^ 

Several developments in the 
1960s led to a decline in gay 
cruising at the Y, including the 
increased admission of women to 
membership and a marketing 
campaign geared to heterosexual 
families. But homosexuality at 
the Y remained an issue, especial¬ 
ly after President Lyndon John¬ 
son’s chief of staff, Walter Jenk¬ 
ins, was arrested with another 
man in the bathroom of Wash¬ 
ington’s G Street YMCA in 1964. 

The Village People’s tune 
“YMCA” topped the charts in 
1978 and eventually went plat¬ 
inum - in fact, the campy tribute 
was the group’s biggest hit and 
became a gay anthem. Today, the 
YMCA still occupies a revered 
spot in gay culture for its pivotal 
role in helping to foster gay male 
sexuality throughout the 20th 
century. T

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Clerk fends off robbery suspect

riendly Spirits, 572 Castro, 
March 9, 10:10 p.m.: A man 
walked into the liquor store 
with a gray scarf over the bottom 
half of his face and started talking 
to the clerk. Suddenly, the man 
grabbed the clerk’s arm and 
pulled out a yellow box cutter, 
holding it at his side. “Open the 
safe or I’ll cut you,” he demanded. 
When the clerk told him she did¬ 
n’t know the combination, the 
robber pushed her toward the 
cash register, telling her to open it. 
Scared for her life, the clerk told 
the robber she was going to push 
the alarm button that was located 
under the cash box. Frightened, 
the suspect told her, “I’m getting 
the fuck out of here,” and ran out 
of the store, southbound on Cas¬ 
tro toward 19th Street. 

Responding police searched 
the area and notified other mer¬ 
chants whose businesses were 
open of the attempted robbery. 

The armed robber, described 
as a white male, 25-30 years old, 6 
feet 1 inch tall, weighing 160 
pounds, wearing a gray cap, gray 
scarf, gray crew neck shirt, and 
brown pants, was lost in the area. 

Gap burglary 

The Gap, 1975 Market Street, 
March 10, 6:15 p.m.: While shop¬ 
ping inside the clothing store, a 
male customer noticed three 


women stuffing numerous stacks 
of women’s shirts and jeans into 
several large shopping bags they 
were holding. The women noticed 
the man looking at them, but 
seemed unconcerned and contin¬ 
ued taking the clothes. The 
customer tried to get the 
attention of the floor 
clerks, but they were 
all busy with other 
customers, so he went 
to the back of the 
store, where he in¬ 
formed the manag¬ 
er. The manager 
immediately went 
to investigate, but 
the suspects had al¬ 
ready gone, leaving behind a bare 
display shelf. Eighty-seven articles 
of clothing were determined miss¬ 
ing; the clothes had a retail value 
of $2,873. The manager also re¬ 
ported to police that the articles of 
clothing had attached security 
sensors which didn’t sound off as 
the women left the store, indicat¬ 
ing their bags were most likely 
lined with foil, which is used to 
defeat security sensors. 

The suspects, described as 
three African American women in 
their early 20s, fled with the stolen 
goods in an unknown direction.

400 block of Castro, March 4, 
7:36 p.m..-A police officer observed 
a man he knew to have a court 
order to stay away from the Castro

“In our hearts we were mar¬ 
ried,” he said. “In the eyes of the 
law domestic partnership was as 
close as we could get to marriage, 
but I hope to be recognized in the 
same way other grieving spouses 
are recognized by this fund.” 

When the initial guidelines for 
the fund were released last year. 
Lambda worried that lesbian and 
gay partners would be excluded 
from the federal fund because 
same-sex couples cannot current¬ 
ly marry. The organization had ar¬ 
gued that if the rules rely exclu¬ 
sively on state standards, the regu¬ 
lations may compound existing 
gaps in protection, imposing ad¬ 
ditional trauma on the loved ones 
of gay and lesbian victims. 

The new guidelines against vic¬ 
tims’ domestic partners are even 
more offensive to gay rights advo¬ 
cates due to the fact Feinberg said 
that fetuses, babies, and even ille¬ 
gal immigrants will be covered 
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in front of Valley Pride Market. 
The restraining order was placed 
against the man as a result of the 
numerous times he was arrested 
for allegedly selling methampheta- 
mines in the neighborhood.

Dur¬ 
ing a search of the 
man’s possessions, the

The 20-year-oid man was 
taken to Mission Station and 
booked for possession of narcotics 
with intent to sell, possession of a 
prohibited weapon, violation of a 
court-issued stay away order, and 
probation violation. 

Crouching men, 
alert woman 

3800 block of 21st Street, March 
7, 12:40 a.m.: A woman awoke in 
the middle of the night to the 


sound of a loud noise. When she 
looked out her bedroom window 
she saw two men crouching be¬ 
hind some parked cars. The 
woman woke up her partner and 
then called 911. Her partner 
looked out the window and gave a 
description of the men as the 
woman relayed the information to 
the police dispatcher on the 
phone. As the residents were wait¬ 
ing for the police, the two suspects 
broke the window of a white Toy¬ 
ota and pried out the face plate of 
the car’s stereo. Seconds later po¬ 
lice arrived and found one of the 
men hiding behind a red SUV and 
took him into custody. The sec¬ 
ond suspect jumped out of the 
white Toyota and started to run 
despite the officer’s demands for 
him to stop. Officers chased the 
suspect down 21st Street. As the 
suspect ran, he removed his jack¬ 
et and gloves and threw them to 
the ground. The suspect also 
threw down a screwdriver and a 
flashlight, and the face plate of the 
stereo taken from the Toyota. As 
the suspect ran westbound on 21st 
Street near Castro, officers sur¬ 
rounded him and took him into 
custody without further incident. 

The two suspects, ages 23 and 
25, were booked for conspiracy, 
auto burglary, possession of bur¬ 
glary tools, and resisting arrest. T

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Aging and sexuality conference Saturday

J ohn de Cecco is not afraid to 
say he likes having sex with 
someone younger than him¬ 
self. 

Nor is he shy in detailing how 
he satiates his sexual desires. 

“I enjoy sex. I have learned 
how to make arrangements that 
are necessary to get the satisfac¬ 
tion I need,” says de Cecco, a pro¬ 
fessor of psychology at San Fran¬ 
cisco State University. 

His frankness may not seem all 
that surprising except for the fact 
that de Cecco is 77 years old. And 
he is leading a new sexual revolu¬ 
tion of sorts within gay society. 

“One taboo, not just in gay soci¬ 
ety but in society in general, is hav¬ 
ing sex with someone outside your 
generation,” says de Cecco. “Just be¬ 
cause someone who is not in the 
same generation as you are means 
they should not have sex with you.” 

“The fact of the matter is this 
has gone on for ages. In the gay 
community it certainly is going 
on,” he adds. “Plus, the attraction 
can fall on either divide: younger 
people like sex with older people; 
older people like to have sex with 
younger people.” 

His first major battle against 
this taboo topic and other mis¬ 
conceived notions about the sex¬ 
uality and lives of older gay men 
will be waged this Saturday. Along 
with his friend and academic col¬ 
league Cliff Albergotti, a professor 
emeritus of physics at the Univer¬ 
sity of San Francisco, de Cecco is 
organizing an aging and sexuality 
conference for both younger and 


older gay men. 

“One of the things the confer¬ 
ence is, is an effort to break down 
a lot of taboos that sort of exist in 
the gay community but are never 
discussed very openly or frankly,” 
explains de Cecco, the editor of 
the Journal of Homosexuality. 

Talk will be nothing but candid 
at the conference, with such top¬ 
ics as “The sex lives of old gay 
men,” “The sexual liberation of 
dirty old gay men,” and “Finding 
and consuming sex and freeing re¬ 
lationships” just some of the many 
subjects to be addressed. 

Nor is it meant solely for the 
“Glass Coffin” crowd, the older 
gentlemen encased in the front 
windows of the Castro’s Twin 
Peaks bar. It is geared toward gay 
men of all ages who are question¬ 
ing or worrying about aging with¬ 
in the gay community. 

“Gay men are living longer 
these days. AIDS seems to be more 
under control. So the question is 
‘What’s the quality of life?”’ poses 
Albergotti, himself 65 years old. 
“There are all these negative stereo¬ 
types about aging so we want to 
counteract that and break down 
some of the myths about aging.” 

The conference aims to take 
such negative constructs like the 
dirty old man, the bitter queen, and 
the chicken hawk, and deconstruct 
and examine them. De Cecco and 
Albergotti, who jointly taught a 
Harvey Milk Institute course last 
spring titled “Gay Men in Our Later 
Years,” say gay men need to ask 
themselves and each other “Is there 
sex life after 40 or even 30?” 

“You better believe it!” answers 
Lucky Choi, who is 45. “Some 


things do get better with age.” 

Choi, who will moderate a 
panel discussion on aging and 
sexuality from a multi-colored 
perspective, says too often gay 
men cling to their youth instead of 
embracing their mid-lives. 

“If you hang on to something 
there is a lot of stress and energy 
going into that something. It is 
not what I would consider a 
happy way of life,” says Choi. 
“V'hien I reached 30 I made a res¬ 
olution to stop thinking about 
myself as a sex object and stop 
treating others as such. I thought 
that was one of the things I found 
most impeded my personal 
growth in our community.” 

Finding one’s place within the 
gay community, and a group of 
friends to grow old with, is of ut¬ 
most concern to many older gay 
men (and lesbians) says Brian de 
Vries, a professor and director of 
gerontology programs at SFSU 
who will discuss the life stories of 
older gay men at the conference. 

De Vries, 45, says breaking

Street. The conference fee is a slid¬ 
ing scale from $25 to $100, but no 
one will be turned away due to 
lack of funds.

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Gay men face risk for genital warts virus

A ccording to a national sur¬ 
vey, men who have sex with 
men are five times more 
likely than heterosexual men to 
acquire an incurable virus that 
can lead to penile and anal cancer. 

The research is the first nation¬ 
al data compiled on the preva¬ 
lence of human papillomavirus 
among gay and bisexual men. The 
study found that 38 percent of 
MSM in the United States are in¬ 
fected with HPV type 16. 

The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention released the 


new findings at the National STD 
Prevention conference in San 
Diego during the week of March 
4. The findings are based on a rep¬ 
resentative sample of 83 MSM 
surveyed from 1988 to 1994 in the 
CDC’s National Health and Nu¬ 
trition Examinations Survey. 

Although cautioning the data 
are preliminary, the authors 
stressed the need for more re¬ 
search into the clinical implica¬ 
tions of HPV-16 for MSM. 

“While there is significant re¬ 
search on the link between HPV- 
16 and cervical cancer, much less 
is known about the impact of 
HPV on anal and reproductive 


tract cancers in gay and bisexual 
men,” said Stuart Berman, head of 
the CDC’s STD epidemiology and 
surveillance branch. “These new 
findings begin to provide infor¬ 
mation about the transmission of 
this STD in this population.” 

HPV often infects people with¬ 
out causing noticeable symptoms, 
although it sometimes causes gen¬ 
ital warts. While genital warts can 
be treated, there is currently no 
treatment for the much more 
common, asymptomatic HPV in¬ 
fection, which may develop into 
cancer. 

“In a vast majority of people, 
the infection is cleared from the 


body naturally and does not lead 
to infection,” said Berman. 
“Women are screened regularly 
but men are not. There is far less 
attention given to HPV and anal 
cancer.” 

Every year, about 5.5 million 
people acquire a genital HPV in¬ 
fection. According to the CDC, 8 
percent of heterosexual men and 
19 percent of women are infected 
with the virus. 

The findings give merit to 
health officials’ suspicions that 
there was a link between a rise in 
certain cancers and HPV infec¬ 
tions in MSM. 

“I think at one level some of us 


were not surprised given that the 
epidemic of HIV infection among 
MSMs, since the beginning of the 
epidemic, has shown increases in 
anal cancer,” said Ronald Valdiser- 
ri, deputy director of the CDC’s 
National Center for HIV, STD and 
TB Prevention. 

While more research needs to 
be done on HPV, the researchers 
said gay men need to take safe sex 
messages seriously. 

“HPV-16 exposure is a perfect 
example, particularly for individ¬ 
uals with immune systems that 
are not completely healthy, of why 
you want to continue to practice 
safe sex,” said Valdiserri. T

or 42.85 percent, to Britt’s 20,072 
votes or 39.13 percent, according 
to unofficial returns. 

Steve Phillips and Holli Thier, 
the other two candidates in the 
Democratic primary, finished far 
behind. 

“It wasn’t as close as it ap¬ 
peared last Tuesday,” Leno said, re¬ 
ferring to the latest unofficial re¬ 
sults. 

The contentious primary bat¬ 
tle pitted Leno against Britt, who 
was backed by Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francisco) 
and Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano. Mayor Willie 
Brown backed Phillips. In the end, 
Leno won without the support of 
those political heavyweights or or¬ 
ganized labor, which backed Britt 
and spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in soft money on Britt’s 
behalf. 

Leno will face Gail Neira, the 
winner of the Republican primary, 
and a Libertarian candidate, 
Christopher R. Maden in the No¬ 
vember general election. The win¬ 
ner will replace the termed-out 
Migden, who is now running for the 
First District on the Board of Equal¬ 
ization. Because the 13th Assembly 
District is heavily Democratic, Leno 
is expected to win and become one 
of the first openly gay men to serve 
in the Assembly. Another gay man, 
former Santa Cruz Mayor John 
Laird, also won his primary in the 
27th District and is favored to win 
the general election as well. 

Leno said that while Britt has 
yet to call him, Migden did make a 
congratulatory call, as did Ammi¬ 
ano and Phillips. 

Robert Haaland, Britt’s cam¬ 
paign manager, did not return a 
call from the B.A.R. seeking com¬ 
ment. 


While he is heavily favored to 
win in November, Leno is not tak¬ 
ing anything for granted and is al¬ 
ready having discussions with his 
campaign staff regarding how his 
race will proceed. 

“I’m already talking to poten¬ 
tial endorsers and taking the next 
steps to broaden our strengths,” he 
said. 

The Leno-Britt race divided 
the LGBT community. The Har¬ 
vey Milk LGBT Democratic Club 
backed Britt, while the Alice B. 
Toklas LGBT Democratic Club 
was firmly behind Leno. Most of 
the transgender community sup¬ 
ported Leno because of his 
groundbreaking legislation last 
year that resulted in transgender 
city workers getting medical ben¬ 
efits. The medical cannabis com¬ 
munity also supported Leno be¬ 
cause of his work in that area to 
help streamline city procedures 
relating to medical marijuana. 

Leno said that he plans to reach 
out to those who supported Britt 
or another candidate in the pri¬ 
mary. 

“That’s very much my intent,” 
he said. “Certainly our issues are 
the same. District 13 has always 
been and will continue to be a 
beacon of progressive light and 
leadership so I sincerely ask all 
like-minded folks to join the cam¬ 
paign for the November election.” 

If, as expected, Leno is victori¬ 
ous in November and joins the 
Assembly, he said that housing, 
transportation, education, health¬ 
care, and energy will be his early 
focus. 

“Also I want to focus on clos¬ 
ing loopholes in Proposition 34, 
the state campaign finance reform 
measure,” Leno said. 

According to Leno, Britt bene¬ 
fited heavily from independent ex¬ 
penditures. “I think there was an 
inordinate amount of soft money 
spent against me,” Leno said. T

such testosterone tempered talk 
would offend the magazine’s gay 
readers, who started canceling sub¬ 
scriptions after reading the offensive 
letters and editorial response. 

Openly gay San Francisco resi¬ 
dent Aymeric Maudous was so 
outraged by the remarks, he can¬ 
celed his subscription after being 
a faithful reader for the last four 
years. 

“Besides being extremely vul¬ 
gar and commonplace, your re¬ 
sponse and eagerness to publish 
this kind of clicked anti-gay blath¬ 
er is discriminatory and grossly 
offensive,” wrote Maudous in an 
e-mail to the magazine. “It is also 
ludicrous to (sic) on your part to 
print this kind of thing given that 
a large percentage of your readers 


and subscribers are probably gay.” 

While Maudous also sent his 
letter to GLAAD, the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation, 
the media watchdog group had al¬ 
ready seen the inflammatory re- 
marl^. 

Scott Seomin, GLAAD’s enter¬ 
tainment media director, hap¬ 
pened to be waiting in line at the 
grocery store when he picked up 
the March issue. Soon thereafter, 
Seomin wrote to the editor about 
his failure to grasp the severity of 
the comments. 

“Your ‘We hear ya, bro’ re¬ 
sponse sends a dangerous message: 
that when a straight guy perceives 
a threat to his masculinity, the ap¬ 
propriate response is to put down 
gay men,” wrote Seomin.

To those readers who suffer 
from anxiety when they see pho¬ 
tos of muscular men in the context 
of a fitness magazine: I suggest you 
switch to Playboy!' 

The two men weren’t alone. 
The magazine published two 
other letters in the April issue (on 
newsstands now) echoing their 
concerns. 

As one e-mail stated, “...the 
quickest sprint I’ve ever done was 
to the phone to cancel my sub¬ 
scription!” 

And as reader John W. put it, 
“If they want women, they should 
just buy Playboy^ 

Kennedy did not return calls 
from the Bay Area Reporter seek¬ 
ing comment. But in an e-mail to 
GLAAD, he responded, “I wish to 
send you my sincerest apologies 
for our misguided comment in 
the March issue of MM.”

BACW celebrates 20 
years with new name, 
dance this Saturday

, fter 20 years, Bay Area Ca- 
,} A reer Women is changing its 
name, moving into a new 
home, and refocusing its vision. 
Dropping the career in place of 
community, the group is getting 
off the corporate ladder for a 
more social one. 

One of the first social things 
the new BACW is doing is a dance 
this weekend at the new commu¬ 
nity center. 

“Our focus is on serving the 
entire Bay Area lesbian communi¬ 
ty, not just career women. We 
want to provide a safe and wel¬ 
coming place for all lesbians in the 
Bay Area,” said BACW President 
Maggie Trevor. 

“There has been an ongoing 
debate about the meaning of the 
word career. We decided we need¬ 
ed to get rid of that word,” added 
former BACW President Betty 
Sullivan. 

The group will now be official¬ 
ly known as the Bay Area Com¬ 
munity of Women. 

“There is no better way for 
BACW to make clear its focus than 
to include the word ‘community’ 
in its name,” said Sullivan. “It’s an 
all-embracing organization which 
serves, before anything else, the 
Bay Area lesbian community.” 

The organization is open to 
women who work or don’t, and 
does not restrict its definition of 
the word lesbian. 


“The leadership of BACW has 
chosen not to engage in a discus¬ 
sion of the questions around the 
definition of lesbian. We have no 
policy defining what a lesbian is,” 
said Sullivan. 

The group hopes moving into 
a new office space inside the 
Charles M. Holmes Campus of the 
new Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender Community Center 
will make it more accessible to 
current and potential members. 

“Our presence at the center 
provides BACW the opportunity 
to raise our profile and extend our 
reach to everyone in the commu¬ 
nity,” said Mindy Bokser, BACW’s 
Vice president of community rela¬ 
tions. “When women walk into 
the center looking for communi¬ 
ty, we will be there to welcome 
them. Working side-by-side with 
the center and other organiza¬ 
tions, we will be able to provide a 
new level of services, programs 
and events for the lesbian com¬ 
munity.” 

Some of those events and pro¬ 
grams include a post-Dyke March 
dance at the center on Saturday, 
June 29; monthly events at the 
center, including lectures, movies, 
and discussion groups, starting in 
April; and a brunch program for 
women who are new to the Bay 
Area or just coming out, to find 
community. 

“These are three-on-three 
brunches, where three newcomers 
have an opportunity to meet three 
community members, and get in¬ 


formation on the Bay Area lesbian 
community in a safe and support¬ 
ive environment,” explained Sulli¬ 
van. 

When it was founded in 1983, 
BACW had three primary func¬ 
tions: networking, fundraising, 
and visibility for lesbians. The 
group continues to provide per¬ 
sonal and professional develop¬ 
ment through events, awards out¬ 
standing lesbians with its LAVA 
Awards (Lesbians of Achievement 
Vision and Action), and funds in¬ 
dividuals and organizations doing 
work on lesbian issues through its 
“A Fund of Our Own.” 

For the past 15 years, BACW 
has operated out of an office build¬ 
ing at 55 New Montgomery Street 
across from the Palace Hotel. While 
a good location for those working 
women downtown, it didn’t res¬ 
onate with other women outside 
the Financial District. 

“Unfortunately, the office has 
been inaccessible. It is not conve¬ 
nient and not a welcoming place 
for people to come,” said Sullivan. 

To celebrate its anniversary, new 
name, and office, the group is 
throwing itself a dance this week¬ 
end. DJ Lori Z will spin from 8 
p.m. to 1 a.m. Saturday, March 16 
in the Rainbow Room of the center 
at 1800 Market Street. Admission 
is $15 for members, $20 for non¬ 
members. All genders are welcome.

AIDS Update confab starts Tues.

T he 14th annual National 
HIV/AIDS Update confer¬ 
ence will take place next 
week, March 19-22, at the Bill 
Graham Civic Auditorium. Unlike 
many conferences that move from 
city to city, NAUC consistently 
takes place in San Francisco. 

The theme of this year’s con¬ 
ference, sponsored by the Ameri¬ 
can Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search, is “Prevention, Treatment, 
and Care: Forging an Integrated 
Response.” 

One focus of the conference 
will be HIV prevention policies, 
including recent controversies 
over funding and efficacy of pre¬ 
vention programs. There will be a 
discussion on “The Politics of Pre¬ 
vention,” led by Terje Anderson of 
the National Association of People 
with AIDS and others. A special 
session will focus on effective pre¬ 
vention campaigns. 


While not as medically fo¬ 
cused as the recent retrovirus 
conference, NAUC will also fea¬ 
ture leading experts and the latest 
information on HIV/AIDS treat¬ 
ment and care geared toward 
front-line providers. The confer¬ 
ence will include over 100 work¬ 
shops and symposia on topics 
such as drug resistance, delayed 
treatment, and HIV and hepatitis 
co-infection. NAUC typically 
brings together over 1,000 re¬ 
searchers, healthcare profession¬ 
als, AIDS service organization 
staff, patient advocates, and peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS. 

“There remains a serious need 
for a comprehensive response to 
HIV/AIDS that includes novel re¬ 
search, compassionate treatment 
and care, and increased funding 
for targeted prevention,” said con¬ 
ference chair Dr. Mervyn Silver- 
man. “An understanding of treat¬ 
ment options will strengthen pre¬ 
vention education efforts; like¬ 
wise, caregivers need to under¬ 


stand and integrate prevention 
outreach into the menu of services 
they provide for people with 
HIV/AIDS. 

This year’s keynote address, 
given by Miss Universe 2001 
Denise Quinones, will focus on 
the importance of providing di¬ 
rect services to people living with 
HIV/AIDS and acknowledging 
the contributions of those work¬ 
ing on the front lines of the epi¬ 
demic. 

Reflecting the recent emphasis 
on worldwide HIV/AIDS issues, 
other featured speakers will in¬ 
clude Art Ammann of Global 
Strategies for HIV Prevention, 
Polly Harrison of the Alliance for 
Microbicide Development, Bertil 
Lindblad of UNAIDS, Anne Peter¬ 
son of USAID, and Phill Wilson of 
the African American AIDS Poli¬ 
cy and Training Institute.

He added, “I, and the rest of the 
MM team, deeply regret even al¬ 
lowing such an ignorant viewpoint 
to make it into the magazine, and 
we have written an apology in our 
April issue.

A cakewalk is a sort of musi¬ 
cal chairs except there are 
no chairs and nobody loses. 
“That was my favorite thing,” said 
Felicia Park-Rogers at the “Family 
Day” opening of the new LGBT 
Community Center on Sunday, 
March 10. 

“The Sisters with the cakewalk 
with the kids. It was the perfect 
queer family community mo¬ 
ment. Then the Sisters gave them 
all cupcakes for participating.” 

More than 600 kids and fami¬ 
lies came to the Sunday afternoon 
family opening of San Francisco’s 
new LGBT Community Center. 
Most participated in the cakewalk, 
danced to Madonna’s “Don’t Tell 
Me to Stop - Loving You” and got 
their faces painted by the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence. 

Park-Rogers is the executive 
director of COLAGE (Children of 
Lesbians and Gays Everywhere), 
which, along with Our Family 
Coalition will produce most of the 
family programming for the new 
center. 

“It took me a long time to find 
COLAGE,” said Park-Rogers, who 
grew up with her gay dad. She said<„ 
she hopes that having several 
LGBT family organizations under 
one roof at the Charles M. Holmes 
Campus of The Center will allow 
queer parents and kids to easily 
find the help they need. 

“We’ve got our one-stop shop¬ 
ping place here now,” said Jon 
Logan, Our Family Coalition 
board member. Logan’s daughter, 
Lily, is 8. “She loved the scavenger 
hunt. And she’s madly in love with 
the Sisters,” Logan said. 

COLAGE sent the kids and 
their parents all around the build¬ 
ing on the scavenger hunt to in¬ 
troduce them to the new four- 


story community center. 

“My favorite thing?” asked 
Kathleen Crandall, in the Our 
Family office across the room 
from a small red wedding arch, 
decorated with hearts. “Is seeing 
people standing under the arch. 
Maldng it fun and easy and sweet.” 
Our Family registered 21 new do¬ 
mestic partners last Sunday, 
bringing their total to 155 since 
California’s gay civil rights bill, 
AB25 went into effect in January. 
Our Family has been pushing for 
registration, because most of the 
rights provided under the bill 
apply only to those who are regis¬ 
tered domestic partners with the 
state. 

The kids also made buttons 
and painted a mural they will do¬ 
nate to the center. 

But according to Sister Con¬ 
stance Craving, “My favorite thing 
was this beautiful man, about 35, 
who asked me to paint his face like 
a goddess.” 

According to Our Family

Other upcoming queer family 
events in the Bay Area are a forum 
on AB25, tonight (Thursday, 
March 14) from 6 to 8 p.m. at the 
Community Center, 1800 Market, 
with legal experts Jenny Pizer of 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund, Shannon Minter of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, and representatives from 
Bay Area Lawyers for Individual 
Freedom and the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality. This 
event is free.

ID changes: 

What you need to know

T he following is an occasion¬ 
al column compiled by the 
Transgender Law Project 
that answers basic legal questions 
of interest to San Francisco’s 
transgender, intersex, gender-vari¬ 
ant, and genderqueer communi¬ 
ties. 

We get a lot of questions about 
changing documents at the Trans¬ 
gender Law Project: The purpose 
of this column is to provide basic 
information about changing your 
government documents and 
records to more accurate¬ 
ly reflect your identity. 

For the most part, 
you’ll be able to make 
these changes with¬ 
out the assistance of 
aij attorney. In rare 
cases, however, your 
particular situation 
will be more easily 
resolved if you 
have legal repre¬ 
sentation. 

Because of the general nature 
of the information below, you 
might find that, in some areas, the 
suggestions are not specific 
enough for your situation. As al¬ 
ways, you should feel free to con¬ 
tact me at TLP (contact informa¬ 
tion below) to discuss any ques¬ 
tions you have. 

What makes 
your name ‘legal’? 

Your legal name is the identity 
by which you are officially known. 
Your birth name is a legal name 
because it is on your birth certifi¬ 
cate and is used on all of your 
legal documents. If you want to 
change that name, you have two 
options, a “common law” name 
change and a “court ordered” 
name change. 

Common law name change: 
Some people who change their 
name never get formal recogni¬ 
tion of the change. They simply 
adopt a new name and use it over 
time. If this name is used consis¬ 
tently for business and personal 
affairs, it can become your legal 
name through what is called a 
“common law” name change. This 
is a free method of changing your 
name. However, it does not create 
the kind of solid paper trail that a 
court ordered name change will. 

Court ordered name change: A 
court ordered name change is one 
where a judge approves your re¬ 
quest to change your name. You 
begin the process by picking up 
the proper forms, filling them out, 
and submitting them at the coun¬ 
ty courthouse. Once you pay a fee 
(or submit a fee waiver) you will 
be given a court date within six 
weeks. 

During those six weeks, you 
are required to take out a small ad 
in the classified section of a local 
paper stating that you will be 
changing your name. Most every¬ 
one who changes their name, re¬ 
gardless of their reason for doing 
so, has to do this. In a few limited 
cases, a judge can waive this re¬ 
quirement. Judges will sometimes 
do this for people who need to 
protect their identity (often true 
for survivors of domestic vio¬ 
lence) or who are unable to pay 
for the classified ad (cost can 
range from $50 to $120 in San 
Francisco). 

On your court date, you will 
appear before a judge with proof 


that you have taken out the ad. 
The judge may ask you a question 
or two about the name change. If 
all of your paperwork is in order 
and no one objects to your name 
change request, the judge will ap¬ 
prove your request. This name is 
now your legal name. 

What makes 
your gender legal? 

No one knows for sure. Califor¬ 
nia allows you to change the gen¬ 
der marker on your California 
birth certificate. Some legal, ex¬ 
perts believe that this change will 
legally change your gender. How¬ 
ever, as far. as we know, 
this theory has not been 
tested in court. The 
reason you might 
want to try to “legal¬ 
ize” your gender is 
that some laws 
(marriage and child 
custody, mostly) 
might require you 
to be a certain 
gender in order to 
utilize them. And 
while changing the gender marker 
on your California birth certificate 
will not guarantee that this gender 
is “legal,” it is the best available 
method of getting recognition of 
your gender identity. 

The process for getting the 
gender marker on your California 
birth certificate changed is similar 
to the one used to get a name 
change. The primary difference is 
that you’ll need a letter from your 
health care provider declaring that 
you have undergone “surgical 
treatment for the purpose of al¬ 
tering [your] sexual characteris¬ 
tics to those of the opposite sex.” 
[California Health and Safety 
Code 103425.] 

What “surgical treatment” 
means is unclear. In most cases, a 
letter from your physician or sur¬ 
geon documenting that you ha:ve 
undergone the “recommended 
treatment” for altering your 
anatomy and appearance is suffi¬ 
cient. This is true regardless of 
what kind of surgery you have 
had. However, a judge is allowed 
to ask you specific questions 
about your treatment and can 
deny your request if your treat¬ 
ment does not include genital 
surgery. From our experience, 
however, denial on this ground is 
rare. It is more probable that the 
judge will grant your request and 
ask the state to issue you a new 
birth certificate. 

(Remember that this is only 
true if you have a California birth 
certificate. If you have a birth cer¬ 
tificate from another state, this op¬ 
tion may not be open to you. If you 
have questions about your specific 
situation, contact me at TLP.) 

Notice to people under 18 

If you are under 18, and are 
not an emancipated minor, you 
will need to take some extra steps 
to do either of the above. Because 
of your age, a parent or legal 
guardian will need to apply for 
your name or gender marker 
change. When you pick up the 
forms at the courthouse be sure to 
pick up the additional paperwork 
necessary for applicants under 18. 

Changing legal 
documents and records 

Birth certificate 

Once )^ou have completed the 
above court procedures for chang¬ 
ing your birth certificate, you 


must file an “Affidavit to Amend 
Record” with the California De¬ 
partment of Vital Records (VR). 

To do this you will need to fill 
out form VS 24. The form can be 
obtained from your county 
recorder’s office, your local health 
department, or by calling VR at 
(916) 557-6073. Currently the fee 
for getting your birth certificate 
changed is $20. This includes one 
certified copy of the new certifi¬ 
cate. Additional certified copies 
can be ordered for $13 each. 

Driver's license 

The California Department of 
Motor Vehicles (DMV) has creat¬ 
ed a form (DL 328) for requesting 
a change to your name and/or 
gender marker. You can pick up a 
copy of the form at any DMV lo¬ 
cation - usually at the informa¬ 
tion desk. Changing your name 
and/or gender marker on your 
driver’s license, does not create a 
legal name or gender change. It 
simply creates identification that 
matches your name usage and 
gender identity. 

You do not need a court order 
to change your name. However, to 
change your gender marker, a li¬ 
censed California physician will 
need to document the fact that 
you are transgender by signing the 
DL 328 form. Once you have 
completed the form, take it back 
to the DMV and pay the fee (cur¬ 
rently $12). You will receive a tem¬ 
porary license with your new in¬ 
formation. 

Your permanent license will 
not be issued until the DMV runs 
a check against your Social Secu¬ 
rity records. Therefore, in order to 
get your permanent license, you’ll 
need to also update your Social 
Security records (see below). If 
you have any ongoing problems 
with this procedure, call the main 
DMV office in Sacramento (916- 
657-4484). An analyst can assist 
you in dealing with local officers 
who may be confused or uncoop¬ 
erative. 

Special note: if you are under 
18 years of age, you will need a 
signature from a parent or 
guardian to request a name 
and/or gender marker change on 
your license. Use form DL 44 for 
this signature. 

^-Social Security 

To change your name with the 
Social Security Administration, 
you will need your old Social Se¬ 
curity card, proof of your old 
identity, your temporary or newly 
issued drivers license, and proof of 
your new identity. Take these ma¬ 
terials to a Social Security office, 
fill out an SS-5 form (available on¬ 
line at www.ssa.gov), and request 
that they change your name. 

While Social Security officially 
requires that you have already 
completed, or at least started, 
surgery in order to get your gender 
marker changed, this policy is not 
universally enforced. Often, people 
who have not started surgery, but 
who have a letter from their health 
care provider stating that they are 
“undergoing treatment” get the 
marker changed. 

Passport 

Having your name changed on 
your passport is similar to having 
it changed on your Social Securi¬ 
ty card, although it is most easily 
done with a court order. Chang¬ 
ing your gender marker, however,

Mass, court upholds 
but limits sodomy laws

L ast month, the Massachu¬ 
setts Supreme Judicial Court 
unanimously upheld two 
state sodomy laws, but limited en¬ 
forcement to blatantly public and 
nonconsensual sex acts. 

Gay civil liberties advocates 
praised the February 21 decision 
saying that this was the first time 
the court had ruled that sodomy 
laws do not apply to private, con¬ 
sensual sexual activity. The two 
Massachusetts laws prohibit “the 
abominable and detestable crime 
against nature” and “unnatural 
acts.” 

“What this means is that an¬ 
tique laws cannot be used to in¬ 
trude on people’s right to engage in 
acts of intimacy when they are in 
private,” said attorney Jennifer Levy 
of Gay and Lesbian Advocates and 
Defenders, which initiated the law¬ 


suit. The decision “really takes all 
the sting out of these laws,” she 
said, and puts the burden on the 
state to prove that sexual conduct 
was public or nonconsensual. 

The court ruled that people 
having sex in places like wooded 
areas, cars in parking lots, and se¬ 
cluded public beaches could not 
be prosecuted under the laws if 
they made an effort not to be seen 
by others. The justices extended 
previously established definitions 
of public sex that were put in 
place when other forms of private, 
consensual adult sexual activity 
were decriminalized. In particular, 
they held that the fact that some¬ 
one else sees people having sex 
does not make it public; rather, 
prosecutors must prove that the 
people having sex knew they 
could be seen. 

The court declined to rule on 
the constitutionality of the two 
laws because there are no specific 


cases under way in which individ¬ 
uals are facing criminal prosecu¬ 
tion under the laws. GLAD argued 
that the laws violate the rights to 
freedom of expression and priva¬ 
cy. In addition, they argued that 
the laws could potentially be used 
against people with same sex part¬ 
ners in situations such as child 
custody cases. 

The state countered that the 
laws were rarely enforced but were 
useful in controlling public sex. 
Without the ability to use sodomy 
laws to prosecute those accused of 
public sex, Levi said she expects 
that sweeps of gay cruising areas 
will be reduced. GLAD had ar¬ 
gued that the laws were used in a 
discriminatory manner against 
homosexual but not heterosexual 
sex. According to Levi, “By limit¬ 
ing the scope of these laws, we 
take away some of the police’s 
ability to target gay people in a 
discriminatory way.” T

can be difficult. The U.S. Passport 
Agency has a written policy re¬ 
quiring you to have had, or be 
scheduled to have, gender reas¬ 
signment surgery to change the 
gender marker on your passport. 

If you have do not plan to have 
full genital surgery in the near fu¬ 
ture (or ever), you have a couple of 
options. One option is to use a 
passport that lists your birth-iden¬ 
tified gender. You may get ques¬ 
tioned about this while crossing 
borders. Some travelers have found 
that a letter from their doctor iden¬ 


tifying them as transsexual usually 
satisfies any such inquiries. 

Another option is to apply for 
the gender marker change with a 
physician’s letter that states that 
you have “undergone all recom¬ 
mended medical treatment.” 
While your request application 
may be denied, many have been 
granted. If you have questions 
about how to describe your spe¬ 
cific medical history, contact TLP.

year. Knoller and Noel were ar¬ 
rested and jailed after a grand jury 
indicted them on March 27,2001. 

Knoller also testified that con¬ 
trary to a prosecution witness, she 
is not an associate of the Aryan 
Brotherhood prison gang. Knoller 
and Noel’s adopted son, Paul 
Schneider, is a member of the 
gang, according to state correc¬ 
tions officials. Schneider and his 
cellmate. Dale Bretches, claim to 
be the legal owners of the couple’s 
two dogs. 

When Ruiz asked Knoller if she 
was associated with the gang she 
answered: “I’m Jewish. My family 
are survivors of the Holocaust, so 
no.” 

In tough cross-examination of 
Knoller on Tuesday, March 12, 
Hammer questioned why she 
never apologized to Whipple’s 
family or Smith after the attack. 
Knoller said she didn’t think it was 


appropriate. When Hammer 
asked about her tears on the wit¬ 
ness stand and whether she was 
crying for Whipple or herself, 
Knoller insisted her tears were for 
everyone involved in the tragedy.

credit (EIC) and other tax credits. A 
special tax benefit for working peo¬ 
ple who earn low or moderate in¬ 
comes, the EIC is designed to reduce 
these workers’ tax burden, help sup¬ 
plement their wages, and assist peo¬ 
ple making the crucial transition 
from welfare to work. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Leal noted, low-income taxpayers 
are often unaware of their EIC eligi¬ 
bility and miss out on significant re¬ 
funds. 

“Through state and federal tax 
credits, millions of dollars can be 
returned to low-wage workers,” 
Leal said, “benefiting both San 
Francisco and the Bay Area’s hard¬ 
working taxpayers.” 

Last year Tax-Aid served more 
than 1,200 families who received 
nearly $1 million in refunds. This 
year, the organization hopes to 
help 2,000 local taxpayers get back 
nearly $1.5 million. 

To participate, taxpayers need 
to bring W-2s, other proofs of in¬ 
come, and tax forms. Bilingual as¬ 
sistance is available in Spanish, 
Russian, and Chinese.

“It’s certainly an historic step, with 
the first gay man going to the As¬ 
sembly, Carole Migden on the 
Board of Equalization, and so 
many LGBT people on the com¬ 
mittee.”

T he scene opens with the shot of a 
pickup truck, as if observed by a 
low-flying bat. A body is tossed 
from the truck, and two shadowy 
figures pounce on it as an owl might 
seize a field mouse or a small rabbit. Two 
voices are heard — young, exuberant 
voices that feel no pain — “Take off his 
shoes! Come on!” There is a flash of steel 
as a long, phallic object, a gun, is pulled 
out of a pair of jeans. Twenty-two sec¬ 
onds into the scene, there is finally a 
clear shot of the body of a small, almost 
preppy-looking man, or is it a boy, 
hands bound behind his back, around a 
brown wooden fence. His longish dirty- 
blonde hair and clean white T-shirt con- 
r^.st .«^h arply against a background dom¬ 
inated by earth tones. 

The young, exuberant voices become 
animal noises, the shadowy figures ac¬ 
quire faces: boyish, clean cut, several 
notches short of handsome, but whole¬ 
some and rugged enough for a beer 
commercial. Lit by the lights from the 
pickup, the scene unfolds dreamlike. 
The fence acts like the ropes in a boxing 
ring, the boyish man whips the gun 
across the face of the man-boy, whose

Philip Hitchcock exposed 


Bodycasting the 
heroic figure in steel 

by Adam Sandel 


C ontroversial, erotic, disturbing, profound: all 
of these words have been used to describe the 
work of Philip Hitchcock, the prolific artist 
and sculptor whose work combines homo¬ 
eroticism, fantasy, bondage and religiosity, with 
startling results. 

Best-known for his sculptures that combine 
live body-casting with highly stylized artistic 
flourishes, Hitchcock was named one of the “Out 
100” by Out magazine, as one of 100 gay men and 
women in America who have distinguished them¬ 
selves in their fields. 

The Venice, California-based artist will be in San 
Francisco to demonstrate his “life-casting” tech¬ 
nique and sign copies of his book Dark Impressions 
at A Different Light Bookstore on Thursday, March 
21. He will also lead a four-hour life-casting work¬ 
shop at the Learning Annex on Saturday, March 23. 

In a recent conversation, Hitchcock shared 
some insights into his creative process, and ex¬ 
plored some of the persistent misunderstandings 
about his work. 


that you considered erotic? 

Philip Hitchcock: I wasn’t really free to explore 
that side of myself until I came out in the mid- 
’80s. After dealing with a lot of my own personal 
issues, I really got serious about my art in 1988. 
You don’t set out to create something erotic, you 
just follow your own internal lead. 

What makes a work of art erotic? 

Perception. A work is erotic if it’s exciting, ac¬ 
cessible, and hits you in the gut first. I like to say 
that I use the body as a metaphor, “wink, wink,” 
but if it triggers a connection diat speaks to some¬ 
one’s sensuality, then it’s erotic. 

Many of your works are of muscled, chiseled, 
gym-built bodies. Is that the type of man you're 
most attracted to? 

Someone used the term “body fascist” to de¬ 
scribe me because I use images that are thought 
to exclude many types of bodies. A lot of my work 
is about getting in touch with a sense of the hero¬ 
ic, so I choose bodies that are physically heroic. In 
terms of the ideal image, I find those bodies very 
exciting, but I wouldn’t choose a partner the way 
I choose my models. 

Where do you find your models? 

The best source is word of mouth, through peo¬ 
ple who are familiar with my work. If I were to go 
up to a stranger and say, “You have a great body,

The apprentice¬ 
ships were the opposite of what 
you’d expect: at McDonald’s, she 
found camaraderie and job satis¬ 
faction, while among the Amish 
she found bitterness and dysfunc¬ 
tion.

She recalls watching the Trade 
Center go up, in 1972, and how 
the striking thing about the Twin 
Towers was that there were two of 
them, unlike any other icon. 
“Hard to imagine two Eiffel Tow¬ 
ers!” 

Out There realizes we’ve been 
going to Laurie Anderson shows 
for almost 20 years, since attend¬ 
ing her two-night epic United 
States in New York in 1983, but 
we’d never heard her speak so 
personally as she does in Happi¬ 
ness.

nied on piano by his mom, 
folksinger Kate McGarrigle, let 
loose with a knockout cover of 
what else but “Over the Rainbow.” 

Feminist triple-threat 

So what were all those cute 
baby dykes and adorable indie 
boys in glasses doing hanging out 
in the Tenderloin on a Sunday 
evening? Why, they were attend¬ 
ing one of the best queer music 
triple-bills to hit this town in a 
long-ass time: feminist new-wa- 
vers Le Tigre, art-damaged Euro 
grrrls Chicks On Speed, and the 
godmothers of dyke punk, San 
Francisco’s very own Tribe 8.

Yes, the young feminist intelli¬ 
gentsia were out in force at these 
two exceedingly sold-out shows at 
the Great American Music Hall, 
and as Le Tigre’s Johanna Fate- 
man kept pointing out, the crowd 
was “really beautiful.” Lead howler 
Kathleen Hanna has lightened 
up her in-your-face politics con¬ 
siderably since her acerbic days 
with seminal early-’90s riot grrrl 
band Bikini Kill. Her feminist 
message is still the same, but the 
difference is all in the delivery. Le 
Tigre has a sense of humor and, 
best of all, drum machine dance 
beats. After all, wasn’t it some fag 
who once said, “If I can’t dance, 
it’s not my revolution?” Le Tigre 
takes that to heart. 

And so do Chicks On Speed, 
the Munich-based multimedia 
trio who wowed the crowd with 
booming electro beats, video pro¬ 
jections, handmade paper dresses, 
and the craziest dancing of the 
evening. Their ironic, tongue-in- 
cheek house anthem, “Glamour 
Girl,” deserves to be blasting at 
every gay nightclub in the coun¬ 
try. 

Considering the heavily pro¬ 
grammed, electronic element of 
these two acts, Tribe 8 opened the 
show in the most old-school way 
possible: live instruments! But as 
they sang on the opening num¬ 
ber: “Old school, new school, I 
didn’t... go to school!” It’s been a 
while since we’ve seen these dyke 
rockers, but they’ve lost none of 
their power or intensity. Their 
new rhythm section is, as they say, 
“hella tight,” and the new songs 
showcase an emerging songcraft. 
They topped off their set by pay¬ 
ing tribute to Bikini Kill, per¬ 
forming “Rebel Girl” with dyke¬ 
centric lyrics. 

Shout-outs happened through¬ 
out the evening, with Le Tigre 
name-dropping just about every 
feminist icon from the past centu¬ 
ry, and all three bands acknowl¬ 
edging Outpunk, the pioneering 
queer punk ’zine that was pub¬ 
lished in the early ’90s by Matt 
Wobensmith, who was seen at 
the show. 

And we here at Out There feel 
obligated to do a shout-out of our 
own to Tribe 8’s Lynn Breedlove, 
who not only got us into this sold- 
out show, but then proceeded to 
drag us up on stage so we could 
beat her with her lamb-skin flog- 
ger — bringing new meaning to 
the words “press privilege.”

Hot Pants Homo's 'Lavender Lockeroom'

-? avender Lockeroom is a very 
funny comedy, a burlesque 
that still recognizably encap¬ 
sulates the tribulations of an in- 
cipiently gay teenager. Vern is the 
kind of kid who’s last to realize 
he’s gay. But in this story, the out¬ 
cast also gets his fantasy: Three 
star school jocks invite him to join 
their secret club. And then they 
initiate him. 

We sort of see it, in the clothed 
pantomime of a hot orgy. But 
what gives the piece its zing 
both comically and a bit sexily — 
is how the visuals play off the 
hyper-lurid narration spoken by 
the characters around their own 
dialogue. 

As if torn from the pages of a 
gay pulp novel of yore, someone 
dropping trousers is heard as, 
“Vern’s pants became soft mana¬ 
cles around his ankles.” Or con¬ 
sider, “Vern knelt before the flesh 
totem.” Or, “The injection of 
Bob’s massive member was not 
rebuked.” 

Lavender Lockeroom is the 
third installment in a series of 
pulp parodies by the Hot Pants 
Homo Players. Hot Pants Homo 
was also the name of their first 
show, and both it and Senator 
Swish had happy runs at the late 
Josie’s Cabaret. The new show is 
in Theatre Rhino’s Studio, and 
this troupe’s skillful ways work 
even better in a theatrical setting. 

As broad as these comedies 
have been, they contain both sub¬ 
tlety and rampant imagination 
that really shine this time out. The 
cast of seven, who start at good 


and work up from there, seem very 
much in tune with what writer-di¬ 
rector F. Allen Sawyer has provid¬ 
ed. Call it harmonious hilarity. 

It’s unlikely that anyone else 
could play Vern as well as David 
Bicha. This is the tour-de-force 
role, and Bicha succeeds because 
his comically confused pansy is 
rooted in a very passionate char¬ 
acter. ’Drew Todd is also in top 
form playing one of the afore¬ 
mentioned football stars as well as 
Vern’s first sexual buddy, a BMOC 
who is seriously in the closet. 

Trauma Flintstone rings in 
with three choice characters, in¬ 
cluding a happy homemaker, a 
football tough, and a guy looking 
for blowjobs in a drive-in movie 
restroom. Sandra Schlechter also 
hits it right with two disparate 
characters, Vern’s frustrated girl¬ 


friend and Vern’s gruff cane- 
wielding father. Deena Davenport 
gets to play the show’s bad girls, 
and she does so with relish. Isaac 
Brantner has considerable appeal 
as Vern’s No. 1 fantasy figure, and 
then gets a funny cameo moment 
when he twists his face into a 
lumpish college girl. 

Lavender Lockeroom probably 
reflects, at least to one degree or 
another, the experiences of most 
everyone who winds up gay. It 
must be those flashes of shared re¬ 
ality that so enliven the humor in 
this show. Whatever it is, go have 
some fun and see it. T

Taxi-cab confessions 

'Jitne/ inspires at the Curran Theatre

t probably speaks badly of me, 
but I usually anticipate an Au- 
' gust Wilson play with the 
smallest kernel of dread. And usu¬ 
ally that anticipation is agreeably 
up-ended. That’s the case with Jit¬ 
ney, now at the Curran in a^sharp 
production. 

But why this renewing resis¬ 
tance, however mild, to a Wilson 
play? Well, his plays are usually 
long, seldom welcome news to a 
professional theatergoer arriving 
at the theater. Jitney is indeed long, 
nearly two hours and 45 minutes, 
but the play is good enough, and 
the actors excellent enough, to 
keep your eyes on the stage rather 
than on your wristwatch. 

No, there must be something 
else. Could it be a skewed notion 
that a play populated with black 
characters must somehow be med¬ 
icinal for a white theatergoer? Wil¬ 
son fuels this impression with his 
outspoken, uncompromising, and 
somewhat scolding tone in inter¬ 
views. Yet, in many of his plays, the 
characters exist inlelf-contained 
worlds where black-and-white is¬ 
sues are but a distant given. 

The characters of Jitney barely 
acknowledge the white power 
structure beyond their immediate 
world, and when one of the char¬ 
acters lightly blames some of his 
woes on the white man, he is 


promptly rebuked for failing to 
take responsibility for his own 
condition. Wilson shows that the 
African-American experience 
does not have to be always overt¬ 
ly defined only in reaction to a 
historically racist society. Ironical¬ 
ly, this tacit exclusion actually 
promotes inclusion. 

Maybe that’s why Wilson is 
one of the few contemporary 
American playwrights, let alone 
black American playwrights, 
whose name can pretty much as¬ 
sure a Broadway production. 
Since 1985, seven Wilson plays 
(including the Pulitzer Prize-win¬ 


ning Fences and The Piano Lesson) 
have bucked the odds against se¬ 
rious new works finding a home 
on Broadway. 

Trunk show 

Jitney is the play that con¬ 
vinced Wilson that he had a fu¬ 
ture as a playwright. Written in 10 
days in 1979, and produced once 
in Pittsburgh, Wilson pulled it 
from his trunk and reworked it 
for a 1996 production on which 
the current Best of Broadway at¬ 
traction is based. Even with the 
revisions, Jitney still shows signs

" anet Leigh received an MGM 
1 contract almost by accident, 
^ and survived casting as an in¬ 
genue and leading lady in forget¬ 
table costume pictures before at¬ 
taining artistic recognition and 
immortality under the direction 
of Orson Welles and Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock. She is appearing in person 
at San Francisco’s Geary Theater 
on Monday, March 18 at 7:30 
p.m., where she will be inter¬ 
viewed by Chronicle columnist 
Ruthe Stein as part of the Ameri¬ 
can Conservatory Theater’s Cool 
Hollywood Blondes series. 

She was born Jeanette Helen 
Morrison (1927) in Merced, Cali¬ 
fornia. In 1946, her mother was 
working as a receptionist at a ski 
resort and kept a photograph of 
the pretty teenager on her desk. 
The picture caught the attention of 
retired MGM star Norma Shearer, 
who sent it and a note to her old 
studio, recommending they give 
the youngster a screen test. The 
studio liked the results, and signed 
her. After some training, she de¬ 
buted opposite Van Johnson in 
The Romance of Rosey Ridge, then 
wondered what to do If Winter 
Comes with Walter Pidgeon (both 
1947). It cannot be said she made 
much of an impression, but her 
wholesomeness was appropriate 
for The Hills of Home and Words 
and Music (1948). She was certain¬ 
ly busy in 1949, as That Forsyte 


Womans (Greer Garson) niece and, 
along with June AUyson, Elizabeth 
Taylor and Margaret O’Brien, as 
one of the Little Women, a popular 
remake. The same cannot be said 
for The Doctor and the Girl, or her 
ballerina who becomes a nun (!) on 
The Red Danube, but she recovered 
on loan to RKO for Holiday Affair 
with Robert Mitchum. MGM made 
her Strictly Dishonorable before she 
faced an Act of Violence. Back at 
RKO, she starred in a forgettable 
musical. Two Tickets to Broadway, 
but at her home studio she discov¬ 
ered It’s a Big Country, and had a hit 
with Angels in the Outfield (1951). 

A teenage marriage had been 
annulled and a second ended in 
divorce, but in 1951 she married 
Tony Curtis. They became dar¬ 
lings of the fan magazines, al¬ 
though the publicity did not lead 
to better films: Scaramouche, fust 
This Once, and Fearless Fagan, all 
1952. Next year she was Walking 
My Baby Back Home, but things 
briefly improved with The Naked 
Spur, a good Anthony Mann 
Western with James Stewart that- 
captured her edgy sexiness. After 
she and Curtis were teamed for 
Houdini, she became Confiden¬ 
tially Connie. She was Princess 
AJeta to Curtis’ Prince Valient, a 
hit if not good, and loved Robert 
Taylor’s Rogue Cop, before grab¬ 
bing a wimple again for Curtis’ 
The Black Shield of Falsworth, 
ending 1954 by Living It Up. The 
popularity of her films with Cur¬ 
tis lead to better pictures in 1955: 


as My Sister Eileen, a good musical 
with Betty Garrett and Jack Lem¬ 
mon, and the dark Pete Kelly’s 
Blues. Next year she went on Sa¬ 
fari, and in 1957 was Joseph von 
Sternberg’s Test Pilot. 

Thug alert 

Then Welles cast her as Charl¬ 
ton Heston’s wife in Touch of Evil 
(1958). She was superb being 
menaced by a butch Mercedes 
McCaimbridge and her gang of 
Tijuana thugs. She ended the year 
with ICirk Douglas and Curtis in 
the awful but successful The 
Vikings, and with Curtis in Paris 
enjoying The Perfect Furlough. 

Hitchcock then offered Marion 
Crane in Psycho (1960), a support¬ 
ing role that is central to the story. 
As the embezzUng adulteress who 
obsesses Norman Bates (Anthony 
Perkins) and meets her grisly end 
in a shower, Leigh scored. The film 
was a smash, and her reviews excel¬ 
lent. She received a Best Support¬ 
ing Oscar nomination, losing (in¬ 
explicably) to Shirley Jones in 
Elmer Gantry. Then it was back to 
leads in the poor Who Was That 
Lady? with Curtis and Dean Mar¬ 
tin, then a cameo in the all-star flop 
Pepe. She got to play another 
quirky, edgy blonde, saving Frank 
Sinatra from insanity in John 
Frankenheimer’s surreal The 
Manchurian Candidate (1962), and 
next year was top-billed in a smash 
musical. Bye Bye Birdie, donning a 
dark wig to play Chita Rivera’s 
stage role. But the media and the 


film focused more on her younger 
co-star, Ann-Margret. Also in 
1963, she was one of the Wives and 
Lovers, an uninspired comedy with 
Johnson. She was stuck in Kid 
Rodeb (1965), before playing Paul 
Newman’s angry, wary wife in 
Harper (1966), a fine performance 
in her last good movie. 

She had three more films that 
year, all wasting her: Three on a 
Couch with Jerry Lewis, An Amer¬ 
ican Dream, and The Spy in the 
Green Hat. In 1968, she was in 
Italy for Grand Slam, then sank in 
a lame comedy about a subma¬ 
rine, Hello Down There (1969). 
Three years later she learned One 
Is a Lonely Number, then starred 
in the cheesy science fiction Night 
of the Lepus, and was off the big 
screen until 1979, when she 
strolled along the Boardwalk, then 
was frightened in John Carpen¬ 
ter’s The Fog (1980), her last 
movie for 18 years, until Hal¬ 


loween Twenty Years Later. 

Starting in the late ’60s, she 
worked steadily on television, no¬ 
tably in The House on Greenapple 
Road (1970), as Columbo’s Forgot¬ 
ten Lady (1975), on tributes to 
Welles, Hitchcock, and Lemmon, 
and most recently, discovering a 
Fate Totally Worse than Death 
(2000). She divorced Curtis in 
1962. They had two daughters, 
Jamie I^e Curtis and Kelly Curtis. 
The former has had a career not 
unlike her mother’s, her talent 
rarely used in good films. Leigh 
herself seems to have no profes¬ 
sional regrets, having been part of 
the historic studio system, survived 
its collapse, and relished the op¬ 
portunities that came her way. She 
discusses her career with humor, 
candor, and a refreshing lack of 
bitterness, and remains ready to 
work again. Fans can only hope 
today’s Hollywood is paying at¬ 
tention. T

of being an early work, with un¬ 
even passages and an ending of 
predictable sentimentality. 

Yet much of what distinguish¬ 
es the best of Wilson, including an 
unequaled vernacular eloquence, 
is also apparent in Jitney. Set in 
the office of a gypsy cab company 
in a Pittsburgh neighborhood 
marked for an urban-renewal 
project, the play leisurely sets up 
the revealing dynamics of this so¬ 
cietal microcosm of the 1970s. It 
is a- slice-of-life study punctuated 
by events of huge emotional im¬ 
port, led by the explosive reunion 
of a father and his ex-convict son. 

Roger Robinson and Keith 
Randolph Smith are excellent as 
the unforgiving father and his 
proud son, but so, too, are the rest 
of the cast, including Anthony 


Chisholm as a spryly alcoholic 
hack, Russell Andrews as an antsy 
young driver, Yvette Ganier as his 
no-nonsense girlfriend, Stephen 
McKinley Henderson as the office 
gossip, and Barry Shabaka Henley 
as a gentle voice of wounded rea¬ 
son. Marion McClinton’s direction 
is keenly observant throughout. 

Jitney is part of Wilson’s epic 
series of plays documenting a 
piece of the African-American ex¬ 
perience in each decade of the 
20th century. The playwright has 
two more decades to visit, and that 
kernel of dread may finally be 
erased. I am looking forward to 
these future Wilson plays about 
the past, especially if they are pro¬ 
duced with the quality of Jitney. T

Man\yn Crispell and 'Jazz Women' to shine in SFJazz spring season

n a perfect world, there would 
be no need for a Women’s His¬ 
tory Month or a week-long 
program titled Jazz Women, any 
more than there is a perceived 
need for a program called Jazz 
Men. But in the imperfect world 
that we live in, the fact is that 
women are enormously outnum¬ 
bered in the male-dominated 
world of instrumental jazz per¬ 
formers. The ever-expanding San 
Francisco Jazz Festival, as part of its 
spring season, has invited such lu¬ 
minaries as bandleader Maria 
Schneider, saxophonist Jane Ira 
Bloom, and activist Angela Davis to 
participate in Jazz Women, with 
venues all over town between 
March 19 and 24. The dulcet voice 
of Cassandra Wilson will resonate 
through the Masonic Auditorium 
hall on Satiuday evening March 23. 

I spoke with composer-pianist 
Marilyn Crispell by phone before 
she left her Woodstock, New York 
home to come to San Francisco 
for her SFJazz debut this month. 
She appears at Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts Theater at 8 p.m. 
next Thursday, March 21. 

Crispell has pulled off the re¬ 
markable coup of attracting im¬ 
provising bassist Gary Peacock 
into her eponymous trio (Peacock 
collaborated with Keith Jarrett 
and Jack Dejohnette in the past 
two SFJazz fests.) The third mem¬ 
ber is jazz legend Paul Motian on 
drums. This month’s performance 
at Yerba Buena will reflect recent¬ 
ly recorded material, much of 
which was improvised, from the 
trio’s recent Amaryllis CD on the 
German label ECM. The trio has 
not performed together since the 
time of the recording. 

How do you recreate impro¬ 
vised music once it has been 
recorded and gone “on record,” so 
to speak? “There is an attitude 
that we shouldn’t try to recreate 
it,” Crispell told me. “But in actu¬ 
ality, I wrote down the melody of 
that piece [Amaryllis, the title 
track], so it’s now become a bona 
fide composition.” Is that unusu¬ 
al? “It tends to happen. We play 
some concerts, and patterns start 
to emerge that at some point gel 
into some kind of composition.” 

Fine and mellow 

Trained as a classical musician 
at the Peabody and New England 
conservatories, Crispell, who is in 
her early fifties, came to jazz only 
in the mid-1970s, inspired by the 
music of John Coltrane and Cecil 
Taylor. Her earlier, energetic, al¬ 
most frantic manipulation of the 
keyboard has given way recently 
to the remarkably mellow sound 
of “free ballads,” as she calls them, 
in both Amaryllis and the Marilyn 
Crispell Trio’s previous ECM 
recording. Nothing Ever Was, Any¬ 
way. 

Given her enormous success in 
a male-dominated field, she ap¬ 
pears unfazed by the odds that 
were stacked against her. “Histori¬ 
cally, it was largely a man’s arena, 
but there have always been women 
in jazz. In contemporary impro¬ 
vised music, at the more avant- 
garde end, there have been more 
women, especially in Europe.” 

Still, the mostly-male statistics 
persist. “When I tell people I’m a 
jazz musician, they say, ‘Do you 
sing?’ And I say, ‘Only in the 
shower and my car.’ Part of my 
take on the whole thing — and 
I’m very, big on not blaming 


somebody else — is that a situa¬ 
tion could exist historically, but I 
think it’s important to see how 
you might be contributing to it. 
Instead of being a victim, move 
beyond that and do what you feel 
called to do.” In Crispell’s case, the 
calling was extremely strong. “It 
never for one second occurred to 
me not to do it. Just do it. Don’t 
be motivated by the fear that you 
won’t succeed, or that there’s no 
place for you [in the profession]. 
If you do something with love and 
conviction, it will get across.” 

What advice would she give to 
young women who are just start¬ 
ing out under circumstances sim-

I™ ^ assion is a musical that actu- 
ally shuns applause. There is 
y not a single opening in 
which to sneak a clap or two, as 
songs and dialogue meld together 
without pause. Stephen Sond¬ 
heim and James Lapine must have 
felt that any interruption could 
dispel the mood of their somber 
study of obsessional love. 

Actually, “songs” is not the 
right word to describe what 
Sondheim has provided. While 
two or three musical passages ac¬ 
tually suggest a beginning, mid¬ 
dle, and end, much of what is 
sung is dialogue set to ffeer-form 
music. The show is really more a 
modern chamber piece than a 
Broadway musical. While Passion 
can be musically complex, the 
piece itself takes a streamlined ap¬ 
proach to its story and doesn’t re¬ 
quire a big production. As such, 
it’s a reasonable choice for New 
Conservatory Theatre Center’s In 
Concert series of unadorned stag¬ 
ings of lesser-seen musicals. 

The production, under George 
Quick’s direction, provides a clear 
impression of what Passion has to 
offer. Musically, though. Passion 
pushes the boundaries of what 


ilar to those in which she found 
herself several decades ago? “If 
you don’t feel that you have to 
play this music or die, don’t even 
get into it.” Crispell’s strong words 
stand out in vivid contrast to her 
soft-spoken style. 

Is she aware of any active pre¬ 
judice against her as a female 
composer and performer in the 
jazz world? “Especially at the be¬ 
ginning, I was unaware of adverse 
circumstances, and as I’ve gone 
along. I’ve become aware of ad¬ 
versity, but I’ve felt nothing but 
tlje greatest respect and accep¬ 
tance from musicians and audi¬ 
ences. I’ve been told of one or two 


the cast can deliver. The cast ac¬ 
quits itself, but there isn’t a lot of 
vocal wiggle room in some cases. 

Passion tells the story of an 
emotionally raw and physically 
fragile young woman who never¬ 
theless has the strength to up-end 
the life of a handsome and confi¬ 
dent solider. It is Italy in 1863, 
where the ailing Fosca sets out on 
an unrelenting campaign based 
on unconditional love. She winds 
up with her soldier. 

Michelle Starrs is this produc¬ 
tion’s admirable Fosca, and there 
is a bold passion in her interac¬ 
tions with Steve Rhyne’s well-con¬ 
sidered Giorgio. Corrie Borris ef¬ 
fectively handles the role of Gior¬ 
gio’s sexy mistress back home. 

The other players, highlighted 
by John-Elliott Kirk and Alvin 
Taylor, do well, too. And musical 
director Dave Dobrusky creates a 
filled-out sound at an electric key¬ 
board. Whatever its flaws, Passion 
is a significant work from the un¬ 
questioned genius of contempo¬ 
rary musical theater. This produc¬ 
tion helps demonstrate why. T

circumstances [of prejudice] be¬ 
cause I was a woman or because I 
was white, but I’ve never experi¬ 
enced it personally.

'How To Kill Your Neighbor's Dog'

G iven the state of the times 
that we live in, writer/direc¬ 
tor Michael Kalesniko feels 
obliged to append this disclaimer 
to the production notes for his in¬ 
cisive and very funny satire, How 
To Kill Your Neighbor's Dog: “The 
title is meant ironically. If some¬ 
one is coming to my film in the 
hopes of actually learning how to 
kill their neighbor’s dog; they’ll be 
very disappointed.” The original 
title for this collection of acerbic 
and delightfully cynical rants by 
Kenneth Branagh {Hamlet, Peters 
Friends), as a British playwright- 
in-exile in LA, was How To Kill 
Your Neighbor's Dog (tnd Other 
Acts of Suburban Terrorism. 

Branagh is a lineal descendant 
to Monty Wolley’s Sheridan 
Whiteside in The Man Who Came 
to Dinner (also starring Bette 
Davis), as a housebound theatre 
critic who terrorizes a prim and 
proper Ohio couple. Branagh’s 
Peter McGowan hijacks an early- 
morning TV chat show, LA/AM, 
spewing forth his amusing if self- 
absorbed perceptions about the 
sorry state of American culture. 

Branagh’s Peter feels as put- 
upon as Job. His annoying if 
amusingly gay theatre director, 
Brian (the vivacious David 
Krumholtz, who pulled off a sim¬ 
ilar show-stopping stunt singing 
Sinatra in his BVDs in Slums of 
Beverly Hills), insists on using the 
rehearsal time for Peter’s new play 
to karaoke Petula Clark songs. No 
one in the play (about a troubled 
child) thinks that Peter has any 
feel for writing an authentic stage 
kid. His wife Melanie (Robin 
Wright Penn, star of She's So Love¬ 
ly) is bugging Peter to create a real 
child with her. Peter has a frus¬ 
trating if oddly intimate relation¬ 
ship with Melanie’s Alzheimer’s- 
challenged mother Edna (Lynn 


Redgrave, who gives a perfor¬ 
mance as eccentric as her turn as 
James Whale’s overprotective and 
batty housekeeper in Gods and 
Monsters), who mostly fails to re¬ 
member who he is, and who gets 
lost on her way to the dining 
room, but who can suddenly have 
touchingly lucid moments when 
she reflects on death and the 
meaning of life. A disgruntled 
tramp. False Peter (Jared Harris, 
the lecherous thieving Russian 
cab driver in Happiness), has 
taken to roaming the neighbor¬ 
hood assuming Peter’s name, and 
eventually engaging Peter in 
drunken philosophical debates. 
And finally, the Armenian neigh¬ 
bors’ white mongrel spends his 
last nights barking his way 
through Peter’s dreams. 

Branagh is at the top of his 
game — you’d think he’d written 
the piece himself. At times, he’s 
like an especially witty Martian 
archeologist sifting through the 
ruins of his own life, playing off 
the bits of mad whimsy. The sup¬ 


porting characters have a surreal 
intensity about them without 
turning into grotesques or gar¬ 
goyles. The film resembles in tone 
and style the mid-’80s quirky 
Scottish comedies of director Bill 
Forsyth, especially his 1984 classic 
Comfort and Joy, where a DJ (Bill 
Patterson) fills the hole in his love 
life by refereeing a Mafia ice¬ 
cream war. Branagh’s Peter fills his 
hole by finding an unexpected pal 
in his neighbor, 10-year-old Amy 
(Suzi Hofrichter). While he ini¬ 
tially befriends Amy as a theatri¬ 
cal guinea pig to model his play’s 
child after, a genuine but never 
sappy or mushy chemistry grows 
between man and girl. The gay di¬ 
rector, the loquacious tramp and 
the bratty little girl all grow on 
you without becoming cute or 
cuddly. In the end, only the mutt 
must die for their sins. T

C urrent video releases of last 
year’s theatrical features in¬ 
clude an array of queer 
characters in supporting roles. 

Legally Blonde 
Directed by Robert Luketic 
Not even the perky presence of 
the usually compelling Reese 
Witherspoon (Election) can save 
this lame sitcom from sinking. 
Unlike its nearest cinematic rela¬ 
tives, Working Girl and Clueless, 
the screenplay for Blonde lacks a 
clear point of view, and the for¬ 
mulaic saga of the bimbo-versus- 
the-establishment flops because 
she’s still a bimbo at the end. 

The gay characters are all neg¬ 
ative ones, One of the many cari¬ 
catures of that mean old Ivy 
League world includes an antago¬ 
nistic Harvard dyke. And an em¬ 


barrassing courtroom scene that 
exposes a “straight” witness as a 
fag pulls out every stereotype in 
the book. 

Bridget Jones's Diary 
Directed by Sharon Maguire 
Renee Zellweger fares far bet¬ 
ter in the role of a loser deter¬ 
mined to triumph. Her Bridget 
Jones is the most endearing 
plump English girl onscreen 
since Lynn Redgrave played the 
lumpy Georgy Girl 35 years ago. 
In this contemporary remake of 
Jane Austen’s Pride and Preju¬ 
dice, Colin Firth once again plays 
Mr. Darcy, the haughty object of 
the leading lady’s passion. 
Among Bridget’s cheering sec¬ 
tion of London girlfriends is the 
ubiquitous gay boy, Tom, played 
campily by James Callis. It would 
be nice if Zellweger won the 
Oscar for such well-done comic 
fare. 


Rat Race 

Directed by Jerry Zucker 

If it’s not quite Stanley 
Kramer’s ’60s classic It’s a Mad 
Mad Mad Mad World, this very 
funny chase film holds its own in 
the slapstick comedy genre. Di¬ 
rector Zucker, who gave us the 
hysterical Airplane movies of the 
’80s, subsequently took some un¬ 
wise turns in his career path (First 
Knight). With Rat Race, he has re¬ 
turned to what he does best. 
Some of the sight gags do not 
manage to stay afloat all the way 
to the punchline, including one in 
which a busload of Lucy Ricardos 
on their way to a Lucy convention 
are hijacked by Cuba Gooding, Jr. 
But one of the movie’s many 
laughs comes from the surprise 
revelation that not all of the Lu¬ 
cies are female. The director also 
kindly strips Gooding, and for¬ 
mer TV Superman Dean Cain in 
a cameo, to the waist. T

starkly white countenance is 
shadowed in red. The final 
glimpse of the man-boy shows 
him hanging limply, lifelessly for¬ 
ward, held up only by the rope 
that binds him to the fence. Two 
minutes have now passed, time 
slowed down and speeded up to 
create an agonizingly long mo¬ 
ment. ^Finally, the camera pulls 
back into the sky as if the bat were 
flying off. A whoop of delight is 
heard; “The shoes!” Fade to black. 

My first reaction to this opening 
shot from NBC Television’s The 
Matthew Shepard Story (debuting 
on hundreds of stations across the 
US and Canada this Saturday 
night, 9 p.m. PST) is that this a real 
horror fflm, the kind of film I’ve al¬ 
ways avoided watching before. 

Thirty years ago, a very young 
Dustin Hoffman played a wimpy 
American college professor who is 
trapped in a small cottage near the 
sea in Cornwall, England, trapped 
by a gang of brutes who have al¬ 
ready raped his wife and are ask¬ 
ing what’s he gonna do about it. In 
Straw Dogs, the wimp or the worm 


turns and becomes director Sam 
Peckinpah’s idea of a “real man,” a 
man who will kill without pity or 
remorse, and be the better man for 
it. Straw Dogs became a kind of an 
obsession in reverse, a movie I 
would never stoop to watch. Thir¬ 
ty years later, I find myself talking 
by phone with the editor of Straw 
Dogs, a delightfully soft-spoken 
Canadian-born EnglisWan, 
Roger Spottiswoode, whose wildly 
eclectic body of work, as a direc¬ 
tor, spans And the Band Played On 
for HBO, Tomorrow Never Dies 
(“I’m proud I did a [James] Bond 
film with the least body count of 
all of them”) and Hiroshima (a 
US/Japanese film detailing both 
sides of the A-bomb detonation). 
Now it includes The Matthew 
Shepard Story. 

' The movie was written and 
produced with the full coopera¬ 
tion of Judy and Dennis Shepard, 
Matthew’s parents, and for the 
most part concentrates on the 72 
hours between the guilty verdict 
for Aaron McKinney, the young 
man who actually murdered 
Matthew, and the decision by the 
Shepards of whether or not to 
seek the death penalty for McKin¬ 
ney. Since the parents didn’t wit¬ 



ness the crime, it’s logical that it 
be shown in an almost surrealisti- 
cally horrifying manner, like the 
nightmare you never awake from. 
Spottiswoode said, “I shot it in a 
way that was not quite literal, but 
was very brutal. I shot it at three 
frames per second, the camera so 
slowed down that the actual im¬ 
ages are seen in a staccato way. I 
did something completely graph¬ 
ic that reminded me of when I 
was the editor of Straw Dogs, 
something that was too unpleas¬ 
ant to watch, because that was 
what was done to this boy. 

“We go from this to the strug¬ 
gle of the parents first wanting ret¬ 
ribution, to feeling that killing an¬ 
other person would not make the 
world a better place — that for¬ 
giveness, charity and generosity are 
the only way to respond to evil.”

and I want to cover it with wet 
plaster, maybe your penis, too, and 
sculpt you,” it sounds like a sexual 
come-on. I’m very clinical and de¬ 
tached when I work. Some models 
come in and try to eroticize the 
process, but mostly it’s work. 

What are some themes that you 
see recurring in your work? 

The search for a hero, perse¬ 
verance in the face of adversity. 
That’s the real beauty of the 
human condition; how we get hit, 
knocked down, then stand up and 
keep going. There’s also the 
metaphor of being stuck in a 
place, good or bad, and liking it. 
In my life, there have been times 
when I’ve been stuck. On the sur¬ 
face I’ve bitched and moaned 
about it, but after looking at it in 
some depth, I realized that on 
some level I enjoyed it. 

In “Seated Male,” a man is 
chained to a chair and gagged, but 
he’s aroused. The images of 
bondage resonate with the leather 
community, but the shackles and 
restraints also reflect our internal 
struggles and bondage. 

What have been some of the nega¬ 
tive responses to your work? 

When people say, “It’s all about 
pretty bodies,” they’ve missed the 
point. We’re still a sexually re¬ 
pressed, Puritan culture, and peo¬ 
ple get jangly about images of an 
exposed male figure and genitals. 
Even in the gay culture, we think 
it’s OK, but kind of naughty. 

Artists have been depicting 
women in ecstasy for years, but 
when a woman is aroused, there’s 
no outward appearance of it. 
When a man is aroused, you get 
an erection. And it’s godly. There 
is God in sex, but people in Amer¬ 
ican culture don’t want to see how 
holy it is. It’s easier to dismiss it. 

We’re a shame-based culture. 
For someone to invest in one of 
my pieces, they have to be com¬ 
fortable about who they are, and 
with the responses of people who 
might see it. If you own artwork 
that you have to hide when your 
mother comes over, that’s very 
unfortunate. It speaks to your

own sense of shame. 

Do you have a mission as an 
artist? 

My mission is to normalize sex, 
intimacy and homosexuality in 
the arts, as I have in my life. I think 
that my work has dignity. Whether 
you like it or not, you have to 
honor it, because it has dignity. 

Fantasy island 

One artist who recognizes the 
dignity in Hitchcock’s work is

Matthew Shepard, Canadian actor 
Shane Meier (like Matthew a son 
of the prairie, in this case Saska¬ 
toon, Saskatchewan, hundreds of 
miles due north of Matthew’s 
Casper, Wyoming.birthplace) had 
his biggest break playing the son 
of Clint Eastwood in the dark, 
multi-Oscar-winning Western 
Unforgiven. Eastwood is one 
William Munny, described as “a 
known thief and murderer, a man 
of notoriously vicious and intem¬ 
perate disposition,” hiding out as 
a pig farmer before returning to 
his old trade, gunfighter and 
avenging angel. In his biggest 
scene, the then-15-year-old Shane 
is wallowing in mud near a large 
wooden fence. The boy, blonde 
and small for his age, dwarfed by 


Tom Bianchi, whose photographs 
have become a cornerstone of 
male erotic art. In LA, Bianchi saw 
a sculpture that Hitchcock had 
cast of his friend Tim Smith, then 
made a visit to Hitchcock’s studio. 

“I’m always interested in other 
figurative artists and how they got 
to where they are,” said Bianchi. 
“Working in Hollywood, Philip 
brings a costuming and fantasy el¬ 
ement to his work. It’s fine art 
meeting Hollywood fantasy. 

“I like the fact that he plays 
with sexually edgy images. There’s 
a spiritual-psychic base that we 
play out in sexual games that 
scares some people. They don’t 
understand that it’s possible to 
play with these issues in healthy 
ways,” said Bianchi. “It’s good to 
re-establish a respect for eroticism 
in our culture.” T

the fence and the big Western sky, 
calls out to Eastwood, “Pa, hey pa, 
two more hogs got the fever.” 

At 24, Shane is one year 
younger and two inches taller than 
Matthew Shepard would have 
been had he lived. When Shepard 
was murdered, Meier remembers 
just how upset his mother became. 
“Did you hear about the poor 
young man who was killed in 
Wyoming, they tied him to a fence 
because he was gay. They say that, 
just like you, he’s not tall. He looks 
like you, fair-skinned, and he did¬ 
n’t weigh a lot. They’re doing this 
to small people now.” 

Eight years later, as Matthew 
Shepard, Meier found himself tied 
to a fence and covered in blood 
while his character was systemat¬ 
ically beaten by a man of vicious 
and intemperate disposition. 
Meier said he knew from reading 
the script that this would be his

toughest and most harrowing 
role. “The script was so dark and 
disturbing, and I thought, ‘How 
am I going to do this? Sure, I look 
like the guy, but how am I going 
to deal with being bound to a 
fence and just getting 18 blows to 
the head, getting raped [a incident 
that happened when Shepard was 
on vacation from boarding school 
in Morocco], kissing another guy! 
I kind of put it off to the side. 
Sure, it hit me quite a bit while I 
was shooting, but I kind of came 
at it with the respect that this is a 
job, of being a professional. How 
am I going to make this character 
flawless, how am I going to make 
it so his mom looks at me, and 
not only do I look him, with the 


hair [extensions] and everything, 
but I act like him, I talk like him, I 
make jokes like him. I’m serious. 
I’m caring, warm like him. For 
five or six weeks, I engulfed myself 
with Matthew Shepard, I became 
him.” Meier said his biggest com¬ 
pliment came when the real-life 
Judy Shepard called him her hero. 

Ed Gernon is the producing 
partner with Goldie Hawn. Ger¬ 
non said the film is a testament to 
Hawn’s determination to get the 
rights to the Shepards’ story, and 
the good relationship she devel¬ 
oped with Judy Shepard. Gernon 
said the film has a unique point of 
view. “The subtle lesson in this 
film is that it isn’t enough to just 
not throw your son out if he’s gay. 
There’s another level of accep¬ 
tance, true, loving acceptance, and 
that’s what the struggle between 
Matthew and his parents was, He 
wanted them to look at him for 
who he was. He wanted them to 
ask him about the boy he had seen 
in school, why he had his heart 
broken, and why Saudi Arabia was 
so painful. These were things that 
he really wanted his parents to 
know about him, but in spite of 
all their tolerance, all their accep¬ 
tance, asking those probing ques¬ 
tions was hard for them. 

“The need to go further is 
what Judy and Dennis would like 
everyone to know, and that’s what 
this film is about.” T 
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nothing could distract from the 
ongoing horror in Israel and the 
Palestinian territories. The blood- 
shed has reached exponential lev¬ 
els, with the fiercest fighting and 
most casualties in the 17 months 
since the recent wave of violence 
began. There is no end in sight, 
just more killing, with much of 
the violence toward Israel focused 
on children and teenagers. 

The US has been woefully slow 
to act on this violence that threat¬ 
ens not merely Israel and the ter¬ 
ritories, but the entire region. 

If the Bush Administra- 
,tion has as its priori¬ 
ty the war on terror¬ 
ism, then that diktat 
needs to be applied 
everywhere, not just 
selectively. Yassir 
Arafat has never been 
committed to 
peace in the re¬ 
gion; former 
Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Barak offered him 
everything most Palestinians had 
ever asked for, including a part of 
Jerusalem, and he refused it. Since 
the most recent round of violence 
began, he has been almost wholly 
absent from the political canvas. 
He has said nothing and done 
nothing while suicide bombers 
murder children in Israel and 
bring the retaliatory wrath of Is¬ 
rael to bear on refugee camps 
where the terrorists hide among 
Palestinian women and children. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Prime Min¬ 
ister Ariel Sharon is Barak’s polar 
opposite, and the present violence 
has been stoked repeatedly by 
him. Some say it was instigated by 
Sharon as a ploy to help him win 
the election away from the land- 
for-peace Barak. Sharon is possi¬ 
bly the worst thing to happen to 
Israel since the 1967 war, and 
opinion polls in Israel this week 
show him with less and less sup¬ 
port in a nation riven by fear and 
violence. Losing Arafat and 
Sharon, the key players in this bat¬ 
tle, could only help. 

The position of the Bush Ad¬ 
ministration has been the oppo¬ 
site of the previous Administra¬ 
tion. Where Clinton worked tire¬ 
lessly to forge some peace agree¬ 
ment between the factions. Bush 
has looked the other way. Recent¬ 
ly, he deplored the lack of re¬ 
sponse by Arafat to the escalating 
violence, and this week. Secretary 
of State Colin Powell, otherwise 
known as the man who wasn’t 
there, spoke out against Israel. 
These statements have had an in¬ 
cendiary effect abroad, but have 
certainly done nothing to mitigate 
the violence. Every night Ameri¬ 
cans bear witnesS*?rn the evening 
news to the harrowing violence 
with concomitant commentary 
from the ever anti-Israel reports 
of Peter Jennings and reporter 
Gillian Findlay on ABC, as well as 
more restrained and balanced re¬ 
portage on NBC and CBS. 

The question is, what is the US 
going to do? On Meet the Press, 
National Security Advisor Con- 
doleezza Rice (or the real Secre¬ 
tary of State, as she’s known), ac¬ 
knowledged an “escalating picture 
of violence” that was “horren¬ 
dous,” and also acknowledged, 
that the Administration has come 
to realize something must .be 
done. Rice, far more of a diplomat 
than anyone in the Administra¬ 
tion, took a much softer line than 
Powell, and stated unequivocally 
that Chairman Arafat needs to 
recognize that terrorism is not the 
route to a better life for the Pales¬ 
tinian people, suggesting that the 
US, given its own incursion into 


Afghanistan, should understand 
Israel’s response to suicide bomb¬ 
ings. 

The US has an historical con¬ 
nection to Israel, and many living 
in Israel are US citizens. What is 
going on in the Middle East right 
now is war, as much as what the 
US is doing in Afghanistan is war. 
It’s time the US addressed that vi¬ 
olence outside of the realm of TV. 
When we allow such violence to 
go unchecked, we become com- 
plicit in it. 

Tragic figure 

No doubt there 
are those in the US 
who don’t find An¬ 
drea Yates sympathet¬ 
ic; she did, after all, 
murder her five 
young children. But 
watching the 
Texas trial, 
which is far 
more riveting 
than any we’ve seen thus far on 
TV, we can only ache for the loss 
and destruction of lives that was 
so very unnecessary. Friends and 
family describe a devoted mother 
whose spiral into madness went 
utterly unchecked by those who 
alleged to have loved her most. 

Watching the trial has also 
made us ask this question: Where 
are the famous feminist attorneys? 
Why hasn’t the feminist move¬ 
ment rallied behind this woman, 
who is so clearly a victim of sex¬ 
ism in almost every conceivable 
way? If we can cry out against the 
burka, can’t we do something for 
a woman like Yates here in our 


own “democratic” country? 

One of the most intriguing 
things we saw on TV this week 
was a roundtable of legal and 
medical experts convened by 
Good Morning America (why this 
show doesn’t have higher ratings, 
we just can’t figure) to debate the 
Yates case with senior legal corre¬ 
spondent Cynthia McFadden. 
Their assessment: medically she’s 
insane, legally she isn’t. Legally, 
her husband could be charged 
with negligent homicide in the 
deaths of the children because he 
failed to get her help, and he left 
her with them knowing her state 
of mind was perilous. But the 
likelihood that he will be charged 
is nil. TV brings this kind of de¬ 
bate to the fore. Compelling stuff 
in a week filled with nothing but 
compelling news. 

Not so compelling are the 
midseason shows that debut this 
and next week. A slew of barely 
watchable sitcoms offers nothing 
for an audience that isn’t com¬ 
prised of young, straight, sex-ob¬ 
sessed females. Seinfeld fans may 
“get” Watching Ellie, starring Sein¬ 
feld alum Julia Louis-Dreyfus as a 
ditzy lounge singer looking for 
love in all the wrong places (did 
she consider Rosie O’Donnell?), 
but we couldn’t even raise a 
chuckle during the excruciating 
opener, which leads us to believe 
it’s a Seinfeld thing, we wouldn’t 
understand. 

Debuting next week on ABC is 
The Court starring Sally Field 
(we’d like to say you’ll really, real¬ 
ly like her, but...), which is a bet¬ 
ter-written variation on CBS’ First 


Monday (or, as we call it. Worst 
Monday). It’s becoming painfully 
obvious that good acting simply 
isn’t enough to save bad shows, so 
just don’t watch. But the ABC sit¬ 
com premiering March 27, 
Wednesday, is worth a peek. At 
least it’s funny. And, of course, 
you know we love Survivor. This 
time, the kids are island-bound 
on the Marquesas, which are so 
extraordinarily beautiful that 
most of us would eat bugs to get 
there. And since this time the 
tribes have no provisions and 
must forage on their own, bug¬ 
eating is de rigueur. Watch for the 
scenery alone, though there’s a lot 
of intrigue and some sexual pair¬ 
ing this time around. CBS’s other 
hit reality series. The Amazing 
Race, debuts its second round 
next week. Also worth (escapist) 
viewing. 

Finally, our moment of the 
week had to be the high-camp 
hissy-fit pitched between Sen. 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and Sen. 
Patrick Leahy (D-Vermont) at the 
hearings over the controversial 
appointment of James Pickering 
as federal judge. 

Hatch and Leahy, heads of the 
subcommittee, are old friends and 
two of the smartest men in the 
Senate. Apparently, they didn’t 
know their microphones were on 
as they vaunted like a couple of 
queens over who said what about 
supporting Pickering. It was 
campy and insightful and makes 
one glad the cameras are on in the 
seat of power. Nothing like a 
human face on government. Who 
says The West Wing is just TV? T

Ghalib Shiraz Dhalla's debut novel is full of high drama

Ode to Lata by Ghalib Shiraz 
Dhalla; Really Great Books,

^ P ollywood has discovered 
. Bollywood, India’s bustling 
M iu movie industry. First, 
Moulin Rouge literally recreated a 
Hindi film song-and-dance se¬ 
quence in Paris. Then, Bolly¬ 
wood’s own three-hour-plus La- 
gaan nabbed an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion for Best Foreign Film. Now 
it’s West Hollywood’s turn to dis¬ 
cover Bollywood, thanks to Ghal¬ 
ib Shiraz Dhalla’s debut novel 
Ode to Lata. 

Ode to Lata is set in Los Ange¬ 
les, not Bollywood, but it’s im¬ 
printed with the Bollywood 
trademark of high drama, pining 
love and longing. And in true 
Bollywood style, at particularly 
dramatic moments. Lata, the 
ethereal-voiced dowager empress 
of a playback singer for five 
decades of Hindi film, chimes in 
with her own songs of pathos and 
unrequited love. Of course, it’s 
not really Lata, just her voice 
channeled by the overheated 


imagination of the narrator, Ali. 
An Indian man who grew up in 
Kenya, he now works by day in a 
bank in Los Angeles. But Ali is re¬ 
ally a creature of the night — 
looking for love and lust in places 
no self-respecting Hindi film 
would dare tread, pulsating dance 
floors and steamy sex clubs where 
men lie waiting for someone to 
piss on them. 

Ali is something new in gay 
fiction, a South Asian Muslim 
protagonist struggling to find 
himself in the postcard-perfect 
world of Los.Angeles club clones. 
In him, Dhalla attempts to show 
the tensions of being an immi¬ 
grant coming to full boil. Gay im¬ 
migrants like Ali have little sup- ■ 
port from their parent communi¬ 
ties and fit uneasily into a gay cul¬ 
ture that seemed so attractive 
from afar. 

Ode to Lata is more a rumina¬ 
tion on that see-saw balancing act 
than it is a novel with a conven¬ 
tional storyline. Ali’s attempt to 
drown himself in a whirl of 
dance, drugs and sex is intercut 
with memories of his childhood 
in Mombasa, Kenya, his parents’ 
own violent doomed marriage, 
his boyhood lovers. Pop psychol- 
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ogists could probably map that 
onto his penchant for falling in 
love with all manner of unsuit¬ 
able boys. But that’s not so im¬ 
portant — what the novel tries to 
show is how lonely Ali is even at 
the peak of his social frenzy. In a 
particularly poignant moment, 
he wonders if the reason he stays 
out till dawn on a Saturday night 
is so that he can sleep away Sun¬ 
day and not have to face the 
“family day” on his own. 

Mother love 

For someone like Ali, family is 
critical, even when it drives him 
up the wall. One of the best-real¬ 
ized characters in the book is his 
oyerprotective mother, devoutly 
praying for his wayward soul and 
sipping a little Scotch on the side. 
She could have easily been a cari¬ 
cature, but Dhalla gives her a 
complicated humanity that is 
touching. Many a gay man, espe¬ 
cially people who come from 
strong family backgrounds, will 
recognize Mummy and remem¬ 
ber with a twinge of shame their 
own conflicted feelings about 
their own mothers. When 


Mummy is not around, his 
friends become his chosen family. 
Dhalla deftly sketches Ali’s 
friends. The best friend he goes 
back to when the boyfriends 
don’t work out. The South Asian 
gay friends with whom he can be 
both Indian and gay, except when 
he feels like they are suffocating 
him with their gossip and pack 
mentality. The lovers who use 
him and reject him (or is it the 
other way around?) Dhalla is 
nothing if not honest as he grap¬ 
ples with duty, religion, race, 
AIDS, sex-club etiquette and his 
own hang-ups about it all. 

It’s a heady brew, and Dhalla 
cannot always control it. The 
prose sometimes veers into the 
overripe. The lack of a clear nar¬ 
rative line blurs stories so you 
cannot always remember which 
sex-club scenario you were just 
reading. Characters appear and 
disappear and can confuse a read¬ 
er who might be a little inatten¬ 
tive. And every now and then, 
Dhalla seems to take a digression 
from the actual novel into rumi¬ 
nating about being gay and Indi¬ 
an, rather than moving the story 


Fighting words

Come Out Fighting: A Century of 
Essential Writing on G.ay & Les¬ 
bian Liberation, edited by Chris

% i ow that we’ve crossed over 
« into the 21st century, it 

m seems appropriate to begin 
looking back at the 20th century 
and try to put it into perspective. 
It’s our nature, after all, to regard 
our calendar and the milestones 
it represents as a somehow indeli¬ 
ble, objective measure of time. 
The reality, of course, is that the 
numbers we use to measure time 
are arbitrary, and history is fluid. 
The world we live in today isn’t all 
that different from the one we in¬ 
habited in 1999 or even 1989. In 
terms of our social history, and 
our gay and lesbian history, the 
present builds upon the past, and 
great changes usually come about 
as the result of small but signifi¬ 
cant steps. Many of these are rep¬ 
resented in what we’ve written in 
manifestoes, fiction, and even in 
personal letters. Chris Bull, a 
writer for the Washington Post 
and the Advocate, has collected 
important 20th-century gay and 
lesbian writings of “liberation” in 
a new anthology. Come Out 
Fighting. 

In a very brief forward to the 
book. Gore Vidal (whose essays 
“Pink Triangle and Yellow Star” 
and “J’Accuse!” are also included 
in the book) makes a passionate, 
angry call for an end to America’s 
cult of monotheism and the evils 
— homophobia among them — 
that it has engendered. “The fact 
that there is a need for this book 
is yet another demonstration of 
how remote the United States is 
from approaching a civilization 
that might even get as far as the 
semi-finals with Rome, Greece or 
even some of Margaret Mead’s Pa¬ 
cific Islanders, imagined or not,” 
he writes. 

Come Out Fightingis not just a 
collection of gay and lesbian 



“cheerleading” pieces - it contains 
serious, thoughtful discussions of 
what it means to be homosexual 
and why it is important to fight 
for the dignity and freedom of 
everyone. It includes gay and les¬ 
bian voices, as well as the voices of 
those who have often been, or 
represented, the “oppressors.” 
There are selections from conser¬ 
vative voices like William F. Buck- 
ley, Jr. of the National Review, and 
even key Sup*#me Court deci¬ 
sions. In his introduction to the 
book. Bull points out that the 
pieces are arranged chronologi¬ 
cally, not only because it’s an in¬ 
stinctively logical way to arrange 
the pieces, but because many of 
them quite literally build upon 
each other (so Havelock Ellis pre¬ 
cedes Freud, for example). 

Vista points 

The book opens with an ex¬ 
cerpt from Walt Whitman’s 
lengthy essay of 1871, “Democra¬ 
tic Vistas,” which contains a noble 
call for an inspired “comradeship” 
to offset the “materialistic and 
vulgar” tendencies of American 
democracy. And though there are 
European voices included in the 
book (such as Freud), the tenor of 
Come Out Fighting is essentially 
American. It’s a diverse collection 
of writings. There are “radical” 
writers from the 1960s, such as 
Paul Goodman, who notes that 



along. 

But when you are charting vir¬ 
gin territory, there’s a lot of 
ground to cover, and it’s never 
enough. Does Ali find true love? 
Does his mother come to terms 
with who her son is? You’ll have 
to read the book to find that out. 
But this much is for certain: this 
is probably the first South Asian 
gay novel that unabashedly has its 
legs up in the air. T 


his homosexuality has made him 
a “nigger,” and Black Panther 
Huey Newton, who exhorts fellow 
Panthers to embrace the plight of 
all “oppressed people,” including 
women and homosexuals. There 
are speeches from gay heroes like 
Harvey Milk, and representative 
selections from great gay and les¬ 
bian writers like James Baldwin, 
Tennessee Williams, Audre Lorde 
and Adrienne Rich. 

Bull has an admitted fondness 
for personal letters, and he in¬ 
cludes several of them in this 
book. Freud’s 1935 “Letter to an 
American Mother” is a touching, 
comforting document offered to a 
woman who is clearly concerned 
about her son’s homosexuality; it 
reveals Freud as not only a hu¬ 
mane, compassionate doctor, but 
as a thinker well ahead of his time. 
Also included is “A Coming Out 
Letter and a Response” from con¬ 
servatives Marvin Liebman and 
William F. Buckley, Jr., a dialog of 
letters that serves as a testament to 
the friendship of both men, but 
also to the reality of a distinct dif¬ 
ference of opinion between them. 
Bull even includes Armistead 
Maupin’s “Letter to Mama” from 
his novel More Tales of the City, 
the only novel excerpt in the 
book, included, notes Bull in his 
introduction, because of its over¬ 
whelming popularity. 

Any anthology of this kind is 
bound to be accused of leaving 
out certain significant writings, 
but Bull has done a good job of 
including some of the best, and 
most famous. Susan Sontag’s 
“Notes on Camp” is in the book, 
as are many other notable pieces, 
including some from the early 
days of the AIDS epidemic. One 
complaint about Come Out Fight¬ 
ingis that it contains relatively lit¬ 
tle in the way of text notes about 
the selections. It would have been 
good to know, for example, a lit¬ 
tle more about Freud’s “Letter to 
an American Mother” and some 
of the more obscure pieces in the 
collection. Nevertheless, Come 
Out Fighting is a valuable book, 
and an inspiring one. T

Meet ^Electrobo/ Andy Behrman

o journey to self-knowl- 
■ edge is easy, but 
- - author Andy Behrman 

faced a unique set of challenges. A 
manic-depressive, obsessive-com¬ 
pulsive, bisexual growing up in 
suburban New Jersey, he took al¬ 
most two decades to understand 
himself. The journey almost de¬ 
stroyed him. 

A former publicist and art 
dealer, Behrman, 40, exudes a 
charm that is as engaging as it is 
calculating. Blessed with a flawless 
sense of fashion and a bruising 
sense of irony, he was a fixture on 
the New York City party scene 
during the ’80s and ’90s. Behrman 
pursued fabulosity with singular 
purpose. He collected famous 
friends as fervently as he did de¬ 
signer labels. Cocaine, crystal 
meth and ecstasy helped maintain 
20-hour days. They also aggravat¬ 
ed his bipolar condition, which 
remained undiagnosed. Behrman 
was spinning out of control. 

“The sicker and sicker I got, 
the more healthy people thought I 
was,” Behrman said in an inter¬ 
view, “because I became more cre¬ 
ative, more productive, more effi¬ 
cient.” 

Finally, Behrman’s condition 
escalated and led him to behavior 
that landed him in jail. In a des¬ 
perate bid to rewire his damaged 
brain, he underwent 19 sessions 
of electroconvulsive (or “elec¬ 
troshock”) therapy (ECT). Fried 
but functional, Behrman has 
found closure in writing Elec¬ 
troboy: A Memoir of Mania (Ran¬ 
dom House). In prose that is 
bracingly irreverent, Behrman 
faithfully recounts his madness, 
played out against the ’80s, an era 
known for wretched excess. Elec¬ 
troboy is a worthy companion to 
The Bell Jar and Girl, Interrupted. 
It makes Bright Lights, Big City 
and American Psycho read like 
pallid fairy tales. 

Revisiting his darkest days was 
painful, Behrman admitted. Writ¬ 
ing the book took more than two

years. Both his psychiatrist and 
lawyer advised against it. But 
writing Electroboy, he said, was an 
act of defiance. “I can go to jail; I 
can have 19 electroshock treat¬ 
ments. But I am not going to be 
sick.” 

Misinformation still plagues 
the study of manic-depression 
(MD), he said. Until now, the 
most high-profile MD sufferer has 
been actress Patti Duke, who re¬ 
counted her struggle in two 
books. Behrman himself was mis¬ 
diagnosed eight times, because 
MD seems the behavior of a 
spoiled child, marked by hyper¬ 
sexuality, delusions of grandeur, 
and ruinous shopping sprees. 

“MD is like trying to live a 
whole lifetime of exciting mo¬ 
ments, great dinners, and great 
sex and drugs and alcohol in one 
day. Just because it gets you so 
high,” Behrman said. But the dis¬ 
ease pushes many to suicide. 
“There are nights of not sleeping. 
Then sleeping 22 hours and wak¬ 
ing up, not knowing what day it is 
or time it is. Not knowing if you’re 
hungry or if you want to have sex. 
Confusing all your needs and de¬ 
sires.” 

Infantile behavior 

MD also makes a person im¬ 
pulsive, generous, and oddly 
charismatic: in short, the type of 
person prized in New York City 
society. Behrman’s life was domi¬ 
nated by all-night partying and 
jetsetting, financed by stacks of 
cash kept in his freezer. In the 
early ’90s, he became publicist 
and dealer for painter-huckster 
Mark Kostabi. Eager to make a 
name for himself, Kostabi allowed 
Behrman to mold his reputation 
as an enfant terrible. The artist was 
unstoppable; once he claimed that 
AIDS was good for the art world. 
But when the boss had chronic 
trouble paying employees, 
Behrman and a colleague took re¬ 
venge: they would sell counterfeit 
Kostabis in Germany and Japan, 
and pocket the cash. The hoax, al¬ 
though born of Behrman’s MD, 
possessed a loopy brilliance:

Kostabi paintings, like those of his 
idol Andy Warhol, were created in 
assembly-line fashion. Lackeys 
painted the canvases; Kostabi 
would simply sign his name. The 
scheme was discovered, resulting 
in a splashy 1993 court case. His 
mind clouded by illness, Behrman 
virtually sleepwalked through the 
trial. He was sentenced to five 
months in a community deten¬ 
tion center and five months of 
house arrest, his actions moni¬ 
tored by authorities via an elec¬ 
tronic manacle on his ankle. 

Behrman’s MD was eventually 
confirmed in 1995 after a severe 
meltdown. Doctors fed him more 
than 30 drug regimens. Nothing 
worked until ECT. Behrman’s 
demons were quelled, but the 
voltage wiped out his past. 

“The confusion and the loss of 
memory from ECT is shocking.” 
Behrman laughed at his choice of 
words. “Um, no pun intended. I 
was warned of memory loss, but I 
was not prepared for the extent of 
it.” It took three years for a com¬ 
plete recovery of his memory. 

A remarkable aspect of Elec¬ 
troboy, in this era of identity poli¬ 
tics, is the fluidity of Behrman’s 
sexuality. During the late ’80s, 
Behrman was in a five-year rela¬ 
tionship with a woman. When his 
bipolar incidents spiked, she left 
him. Behrman turned to bi and 
gay sex, including threeways, sex 
with male hustlers, and a stint as a 
go-go dancer in a Times Square 
gay club. His experience begs the 
question. Was his homosexuality 
inherent, or fueled by manic de¬ 
pression? 

“In the book, I always describe 
myself as omnisexual,” Behrman 
said. “It didn’t matter [in those 
days] if I had sex with a man or a 
woman. It did not matter if I were 
just alone and fantasizing. Sex was 
just like a vitamin. I needed it to 
keep going.” Medication has mod¬ 
erated his libido. “But it only takes 
two days off anti-psychotics to re¬ 
turn to that place.” 

The hype surrounding Elec¬ 
troboy may seem untoward for a 
book about a crippling mental ill¬ 
ness. Random House has 
launched a campaign replete with 
t-shirts and stickers bearing a 
lightning-bolt insignia. There is 
an even a contest, where the win¬ 
ner has dinner with Behrman, 
anywhere in the country. But

these excesses are certainly in 
keeping with the black comedy of 
the book. 

Behrman’s manic side has 
been focused to meet the rigors of 
the book tour: The veteran flack 
has made pitch calls to editors 
himself, and has spent many 
hours taping up Electroboy posters 
on Manhattan streets. The New 
York Times slammed what they 
saw as unbridled self-promotion, 
titling a profile “His Mouth Run¬ 
neth Over.” But Behrman’s web¬ 
site, www.electroboy.com, offers 
information and referrals to MD 
sufferers, and has attracted many 
in need of help. 

Despite the apparent grand- 
standing, life for Behrman is no 
party. Manic-depression still 
stalks him, only kept in check by 
a battery of medications. “Even 
when you’re well, you’re waiting 
for that next moment when you 
go really high or low,” he said. 
“Now I can recognize the signs: 
lack of sleep, general anxiety, and 
then a psychotic episode. I imag¬ 
ine that someone is trying to cut 
off my tongue with a razor blade. 
So I know my meds are off.” 

He plans a sequel to Electroboy 
which will explain his everyday 
living in the long shadow of MD. 
For now, Behrman exults in the 
joy of seeing his story in print. 
“It’s such a great feeling after a 
decade of hell.” T

LaBelle’s 

Detour 

I ducked into my old haunt The De¬ 
tour Bar over the weekend, some¬ 
thing I do more infrequently than 
ever these days. It used to be 20 years 
ago or so I went to gay bars a lot to 
cruise and booze while the house 
music served as a backdrop. The De¬ 
tour has changed little over the years, 
but I’ve changed a lot, especially hav¬ 
ing become an ardent fan of the deejay 
art form and its practitioners. So 
whenever I’m in the Detour or any bar 
with a live DJ, the music is foremost on 
my mind, while the men and booze 
serve as the backdrops. 

It was a Friday night, when all the 
young-uns were living it up at The 
Center, and I had just come from 
hanging out with my DJ pal Logos, 
who has helped me fine-tune my ear 
for vinyl and CD mixing. The night 
was young, the men were fresh, the 
bartenders were cute, and life in the 
Castro never seemed more romantic. 

So it was I re-experienced the mas¬ 
terful mixing sounds of DJ Sam La- 
Belle. I had almost forgotten about 
him. For years he’s been a part of the 
scene — he and Tom Seymour own 
the great DJ store Soundworks on Va¬ 
lencia St., where all the local DJs go to 
partake of the record pool — but per¬ 
haps I’d taken him too much for 
granted. Maybe I never really listened 
to what he was up to in that dark 
booth above the crowd, his face always 
hidden in shadows. Maybe it was my 
anti-house bias that led me to ignore 
LaBelle for so long, to lump him in 
with all those other house DJs who 
have little finesse, who are intent on 
dominating the crowd with the thump 
thump thump of their pumping 
house, drowning out all possibility for 
conversation, leaving everyone grop¬ 
ing, guzzling and glaring. 

But on this night a magical vibe 
permeated the air, and LaBelle played 
with it. I parked myself on one of 
those ledges, facing the old chain-link- 
fence sections that divide the Detour 
into tight cruising lanes, giving it that 
distinctive ’70s ambience, like some¬ 
thing out of Querelle. 

Then LaBelle’s music started pene¬ 
trating my consciousnes. First I no¬ 
ticed it physically, from the reverbera¬ 
tions sent upward through my body. 
Then I caught its elegance, a quality 
I’ve never ascribed to house music, but 
which aptly describes LaBelle’s spin¬ 
ning. What convinced me of his bril¬ 
liance was his injecting a David Sylvian 
romantic lyrical mushy soulful New 
Wavy vocal into a house track, the 
rhythms perfectly in-sync, the result¬ 
ing unexpected mix beautifully con- 
reived and flawlessly executed. La¬ 
Belle’s mix transported listeners in a 
way only a master DJ can achieve, lift¬ 
ing the crowd up with the beat and 
moving them with the melody. 

The vibe in the Detour on Friday 
was as upbeat as I’ve ever experienced 
it. People were actually moving to the 
beat! (So often in bars with bad DJs, 
the patrons sit there like lumps.) 
Therefore my well-worn clubbing hat 
is off to LaBelle for a great set, and 
here’s a toast too to that indestructible 
club, the Detour, for continuing to be 
the best cruise lounge in the Castro.T

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The flurry and the fury

i wo orgies have bewildered 
me recently. The first is the 
one I watched, Chi Chi La 
Rue’s compendious The Missing 
Link, and the second is the one I 
was at, about which all I’ll reveal 
is that it was comprised of what’s 
known as a “mixed” crowd. Be¬ 
lieve me, dears, if I’m there, it’s 
mixed: totally frappe. As that pre¬ 
cious event wasn’t filmed, you’ll 
have to settle for Chi Chi’s, which 
is just about the last word in orgy 
films, anyway. 

The Missing Link is some 
months old. It took me a while to 
get my hands on an unexpurgat¬ 
ed copy, and then I was daunted 
by its length. Just when does one 
sit down to watch a 3-hour orgy? 
This would seriously impinge on 
my Shirley Temple. Shirley’s films 
are finally being issued on DVD, 
and I can’t pry myself away from 
Dimples, in which Shirley does a 
Bill Robinson dance. Not, as a 
sticker on the package says, “the 
famous stair dance with Bill 
Robinson.” That’s in The Little 
Colonel. Robinson isn’t even 
in Dimples. He did choreo¬ 
graph it, however, impart¬ 
ing on little white 
Shirley an undeniably 
black style that’s all his, 
and not so inimitable, 
after all. So you can un¬ 
derstand 
why I was 
intimidat¬ 
ed by ML’s 
length. 

And just why have porno 
movies gotten so long? Is Long the 
Last Frontier? I S(&nse a competi¬ 
tion that is driven more by direc¬ 
tor ego than audience demand. 
But what can you do after more 
guys have more sex? Let them 
have it for more time. The benefit 
of longer porn is that its scenes 
can be closer to real time, more 
organic in build, and cumulative 
in effect. The downside is viewer 
exhaustion and, like dinosaurs 
and Hollywood spectacle, extinc¬ 
tion from sheer bloat. 

Length in this instance allows 
a ravishing surrender to Chi Chi’s 
pile-up of detail. The problems 
that usually beset the director are 
here turned to advantages, as the 
restlessness that exacerbates his 
weak character-building and nar¬ 
rative skills emerges in this plot¬ 
less epic as insatiable hunger. It’s 
further enhanced by the sharp 
videography of Michael Clift and 
the skilled editing of Andrew 
Rosen, who has done an excellent 
job stitching the hell-for-leather 
scraps into an all-of-a-piece quilt.

Here, although a few tasty ele¬ 
ments may be scuttled away 
rather quicWy, the flurry and the 
fury that is Chi Chi is what it’s all 
about. 

Set piece 

The movie’s sexu¬ 
al swagger is accentu¬ 
ated by one of most 
atmospheric sets 
ever. It’s an aban¬ 
doned freighter, whose 
science fic- 
tion-like 
boiler 
room and 
snaking, 

subterranean gangways provide 
corroded interiors of antique 
menace. JD Slater’s music, ban¬ 
shee shrieking and electronic 
haunting, takes each half’s cli¬ 
mactic orgy into the hallucinato¬ 
ry. The cast of sexual athletes, 36 
strong, features many stalwart 
pros along with a group of fully 
competitive newcomers, all of 
whom I’d like to see again. 

And although ML has brief 
pumping, fisting, shaving and 
pissing episodes (available by mail 
order only, or course), the movie 
is informed not so much by the 
kinkiness of what is done, as by 
the abandon with which what is 
done is accomplished. Like the 
spitting! This act, recently faddish 
though now fading, came into 
popularity after other body fluids 
were deemed unsafe, and ostensi¬ 
bly speaks of “masculinity” while 
hardly masking an unsavory ag¬ 
gression. It reaches an apogee in 
ML: a salvo of saliva, throughout. 

High points for me included 
Lance Gear in several scenes. Gear 
and hottie hunk Peter Raeg are 


outrageous playing with their piss 
and impaling themselves on the 
long-knobbed handles on oppo¬ 
site sides of the ship’s steering 
wheel. The finale is a gang bang in 
which another of my favorites, 
Carlos Morales, shows his sensa¬ 
tional chops. Not merely the best 
fucking of macrophallic Chad 
Hunt, but a dildoing with a Lucite 
tool the width of a Pringles canis¬ 
ter, whose clearness lets one view 
Carlos’ innards parting before it 
like the Red Sea for Moses. 

And don’t let me forget Blake 
Harper, whose terse narration 
provides hooks. Before one scene, 
he announces, “One day I’ll live 
out all my fantasies,” and is then 
seen presumably living them out, 
with a pair of highly beautiful 
black men. It’s funny, but my 
mother, over dinner one night 
and completely unprompted, also 
revealed that she had fantasized 
about a black trucker. That’s pret¬ 
ty sassy for an 83-year-old, but 
Blake outdoes my mother by tak¬ 
ing on two at a time. Jay and Dex 
Black, who are near twins, may 
not have taps on their feet like Bill 
Robinson, but .they accomplish 
some pretty smooth moves with 
Blake. 

Because of Mi’s hyper-pitched 
length, it might be rather over¬ 
whelming to simply sit down to 
watch. But if you’re apt to throw 
the kind of party it depicts, it’s cer¬ 
tainly the kind of movie you’d 
want running. No matter when 
you came up from your own per¬ 
sonal maelstrom, there’d be a mi¬ 
asma of maledom on the screen. T
